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SECRETARY FOLGER DEAD

NE EXPIRES “SUDDENLY AT HIS 


HOME IN GENEVA, 

THE CLOSE OF A LONG ILLNESS COMES 
WITHOUT WARNING—THE SECRETARY’S 
USEFUL CAREER IN PUBLIC LIFE. 

Geneva, N. Y., Sept. 4.—The death of 
Secretary Charles J. Folger occurred here at 
4:55 o’clock this afternoon at his home on Main- 
Btreet. Although everybody here knew of his 
serious illness, his death has been a great shock 
to the whole community. 

Secretary Folger arrived here from Washing- 
ton two weeks ago last evening. He left Wash- 
ington intending to go to Boston to spend sev- 
eral days in yachting, hoping to improve his 
health by that means. While in New-York 
he became alarmingly ill, and with a serv- 
ant came immediately to Geneya. He was met 
here by Dr. A. B. Smith, the family physician. 
‘_-vt ca! <\l friends called to see him and were 
Bhockec ~y his changed appearance. When 
the Secretary left Geneva, a few months 
azo, he was in good health; he _re- 
turned a physical wreck. His face bore 
marks of long and hard work, ard he had lost all 
color from his face. For two days he was con- 
fined to his room, and a physician was with him 
much of the time. On Saturday he was 
able to take a short ride, and on 
four successive days he rode out and 
grected pleasantly his old friends about Geneva. 
it was then believed that he was so rapidly re- 
covering that, with a few weeks’ rest, he would 
be well enough to return to his workat Wash- 
ington. He himself frequently expressed such ex- 
pectations, and gently laughed at all reports that 
he was seriously ill. A week ago, however, he 
suffered a relapse, and was once more confined 
tohisroom. His symptoms were more alarm- 
ing. and it was seen that constant care 
and attentien would be necessary. He then 
stated that he had had three hemor- 
rhages during the last few weeks in 


Washington, and during the past six days he had 
had two more. Each time he: lost great 
guantities of blood. His heart was feeble, 
and at times it was difficult to keep 
circulation up. His breathing was also 
labored, and the physicians would not allow him 
to rest in a reclining position. He had, there- 
fore, to sit constantly inan easy chair. Stimu- 
lants were frequently resorted to to keep 
the blood in circulation. Last Sunday 
the Secretary’s symptoms became rapidly 
worse. He, however, asserted that he was 
stronger than those about him believed, and this 
gave fresh grounds for thinking that he 
might survive. On Monday he showed a great 
decline, and the effect of the hemorrhages 
was plainly seen. Notwithstanding his condition, 
he insisted on reading letters and messages from 
Washington and dictating answers. His physi- 
cian advised him against this, but he could not 
rest unless all business was attended to prompt- 
ly. On Tuesday his breathing became more 
painful, and from that time on till his 
death he had very little sleep. His heart 
beat more feebly every hour, and several times 
it was difficult to perceive any heartbeat at all. 
Stimulants were brought into use on these oc- 
casions and circulation again started. 

Last evening the Secretary seemed somewhat 
better, and he and those about him looked for 
more favorable symptoms to-day. This morn- 
ing he was slightly worse, but his mind 
was as active as ever. He insisted on 
having the morning mail opened, but was 
too feeble to do that work himself. His sister- 
in-law, Mrs. A. Hart, of Auburn, who bas done 
his writing during his illness, saw that there 
was nothing to be answered. The Secretary, 
for the first time, seemed to realize that 
be was gradually failing, but his mind was clear 
and collected. He conversed with his friend, 
Capt. Joseph 8. Lewis, concerning his pri- 
vate money mnmiatters and property. Later 
in the day he asked to have Dr. Fos- 
ter called from Clifton Springs to see 
him immediately. He did not want his children 
sent for because he feared they would be 
overcome by his illness. At noon he had 
sunk rapidly since morning, but he still 
had full possession of his faculties. Heasked 
that hissister be called from Canandaigua. Stim- 
ulants were given him regularly and tre partook 
of little food. During the afternoon he remained 
most of the time with his eyes closed. He knew 
all that was going on about him and spoke 
feebly at about 4:30. He asked if it 
was not about train time and if Dr. 
Foster was not coming soon. A few minutes 
later he said, “My eyes are growing dim; 
I can hardly see,” and feebly asked for 
stimulants. These were his last words. 
He lost consciousness at about 4:40 and 
his breathing became very heavy. At this 
time Dr. Foster arrived. The Secretary was then 
gasping, and died at 4:55. Those who were with 

im at his death were Capt. Joseph Lewis, M. 
Patterson, Mrs. A. Hart, his sister-in-law; 
and Drs. A. B. Smith, M. Knapp, D. Law. 
Secretary Folger’s two danghters are in 
the Adirondacks, the elder being in very 
feeble beaith. His son, Capt. Charles W. Folger, 
isat Alexandria, Va. All had been written to 
to come to Geneva. ¢The telegraph was not re- 
sorted to earlier, asso sudden a termination of 
the father’s malady was not apprehended. The 
son has been heard from and will arrive here to- 
morrow morning. 

The doctor gives the following diagnosis of 
the case of his distinguished patient: Great 
feebleness of the heart’s action, con- 
gestion of the middie lobe of the 
right lung and capillary congestion of the 
bronchial tubes, torpor of the liver, albumin- 
ous discharge of urine, showing disease 
of tne kidneys. Within a few moments 
after the Secretary expired, telegrams announ- 
cing the sad event were dispatched to President 
Arthur, at Newport; Assistant Treasurer Coon, 
Frank Sperry, his private secretary; the Hon. 
Thomas C. Acton, Assistant Treasurer at New- 
York, and Judge Andrews, of Syracuse. 

A general gloom prevails among the people of 
Geneva over this sudden removal of their be- 
loved townsman, men of all parties and of all 
conditions in life alike joining in expressions of 
sorrow. The first emblems of mourning dis- 
played were above the entrance to the head- 
quarters of the Thirty-tourth Separate Com- 
pany, Folger Corps, N. G., S&S N. Y., at 
the Geneva National Bank, and upon the 
large Cleveland and Hendricks banner suspend- 
ed across Seneca-street. The body will be in- 
terred in Geneva by the side of the Secretary’s 
wife, who died seven years ago. The day and 
\Xour of the funeral cannot be named at present.

THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—Although the an- 
aouncement of Secretary Folger’s sudden death 
was received here with a good deal of surprise, it 
was not wholly unexpected. Reports had been 
current for a number of days that Mr. Folger 
was in a physical condition much worse than was 
given out to the public, an@ predictions that he 
would never return to the Treasury Department 
had been heard more than once among those who 
knew something of his health. Secretary Fol- 
ger’s death will be sincerely regretted by many 
warm friends he had made during his residence 
in Washington, both in private and official life. 


He wore himseif out in a conscientious effort to 
master all the details of the great department 
overwhich he presided. The Treasury Depart- 
ment has rarely had at its head a man who left to 
his immediate subordinate so littie of the hard 
work ot his office. 

With a haste not aitogether seemly, talk is 
niready heard to-night as to Mr. Folger’s suc- 
cessor. It seems to be generally taken tor 

nted that the next Secretary will be chosen 
rom the State of New-York, but no names are 
yet discussed. Because ot the peculiar charac- 
ter of the Presidential contest now in progress, 
it is felt that the task of selecting Mr. Folger’s 
successor will be one of great embarrassment to 
to President Arthur. The death of Mr. Folger 
will recall the fuctiona! strife which marked the 
Republican campaign in New-York two years 
ago, and politicians fear that the feelings then 
aroused may be reawakened unless the President 
exercises tne most careful judgment in flling 
the place in his Cabinet so suddenly made vacant. 

At a meeting in Assistant Secretary Coon’s 
oftice this evening there were present Mr. Coon, 
who presided; Controller Lawrence, Commis- 
sioner Johnson, Treasurer Wyman, Commissioner 
Evans, Fourth Auditor Beardsiey, Supervising 
Architect Beli, Gen. Dumont, Supervising In- 
gpector-General of Steamboats; Mr. Nimmo, 
Chief of the Bureau of Statistics; Mr. Alexander, 
Fifth Auditor, and Judge Crowell, Acting Sixth 
Auditor. Mr. Coon, on calling the meeting to 
order, announced the death of Secretary Folger, 
and stated that he had calied the officiais together 
to advise with them as to the proper action to 
be taken. In the absence of the President 
an executive order to close the department 
could not be had, and he was doubtful of 
his authority to close it informaily even for a 
jay. Judge Lawrence, the First Controller; 
judge Johnson, the Commissioner of Customs, 
and Mr. Alexander, the Fifth Auditor, gave it as 
their opinion that the Acting Secretary had au- 
thority to close the department. Mr. Coon, after 
hearing from these advisors, announced that he 
would issue an order closing the department in- 
formally to-morrow. and stated that he had al- 
ready ordered the draping of the building. 

The death of a Cabinet oilicer during his term 
of office has been a rare occurrence in this coun- 
try. Mr. Webster died while Secretary of state, 
and two Sveretaries of State-~Mossrs, Koilins 
aod Upham—and two Postmasters-General— 
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Messrs, Brown and Howe—have died while in 
office. Mr. Folger is the first Secretary of the 
Treasury who has died while holding the office.

MR. FOLGER’S PUBLIO CAREER. 
Charles James Folger was a native of the 
quaint old island of Nantucket. His ancestors, 
representatives of the best New-England 
stock, settled there in 1636, when the 
place was largely peopled with Indians. 
John Folger came over from Norfolk, 
England. He was a widower, with one son, 
Peter, 18 years old. Hugh Peters, who had been 
a Chaplain to Oliver Cromwell, came over in the 
same vessel and built a rude house with Folger 
in Martha's Vineyard. In 1644 the son, Peter, 
married Mary Moriel. They had eight children 
before 1662, when they removed to Nantucket. 
Here they afterward had a daughter, Abiah, the 
mother of Benjamin Franklin. When Peter 
Folger went to Nantucket he was the only man 


on the island who could read or write. It used 
to be the custom in those days to give 
children biblical names, and the large family of 
Peter taxed the resources of the book of Genesis 
pretty thoroughly. Thedescendants of the fam- 
ily have all been remarkable for their ingenuity 
and inventive mechanical power. Some of 
them have become distinrvished mathema- 
ticlans and profound scientis*s. Walter Folger, 
one of the direct descendani- _7 Peter and Mary, 
was an astronomer of the firs: viass. The family 
have always been distinguished for habits of in- 
dustry, frugality, and a high regard for social 
and moral duties. 

The subject of this sketch was born April 16, 
1818, in an old-fashioned, double-front wooden 
house, situated on the highest portion of Orange- 
street, overlooking the island and the _ har- 
bor. The commercial prosperity of the island 
was then about in the beginning of 
its decline. Charles Folger manifested 
al] the love and enthusiasm of his ancestors for 
study, but the rudiments of his education were 
limited to the resources of a public school in a 
small whaling port. When he was only 12 years 
ola, his father, encouraged by reports of brisk 
business activity “‘on the continent,’ removed 
to Geneva, this State, and the boy’s possibilities 
for self-improvement were considerably en- 
larged. He was apt at learning, diligent in his 
studies, and made rapid advancement. At a re- 
markably early age he entered Hobart Col- 
lege, with the indorsement of his neigh- 
bors and associates as a young man 
of excellent promise. He was graduated 
from there in 1836, when only 18 years old, with 
high class honors. He manifested a strong 
liking for the law, and Mark UH. Sibley 
and Alvah Worden, at that time a promi- 
nent law tirm in gy ye = took him 
into their office. Here his habits of close 
application stood him in good stead, and 
by dint of hard work he was admitted to the 
Bar by the Supreme Court at Albany in 1839. 
‘He first opened an office at Lyons, but the prac- 
tice did not prove as remunerative as he expect- 
ed, and in 1840 he went back to Geneva, among 
his friends. Here he did very well and 
maae rapid progress in his  protession. 
His first public office was that of Justice 
of the Peace, and the painstaking performance 
of his duties in that position gained him a repu- 
tation for judicial fairness and torce of char- 
acter which grew stronger as he grew 
older. On May 7, 1844, though still a 
young man, Gov. Bouck (Democrat) appointed 
him Judge of the Common Pieas Court for On- 
tario County. He served until Feb. 10, 1845, when 
he resigned and resumed the practice of his pro- 
fession. He was Master and Examiner in Chan- 
cery until the Chancery Court was abolished by 
the adoption of the Constitution in 1846. 

In 1851 he was elected County Judge of Ontario 
County and held the office four years. After 
leaving the Bench heagain resumed his law 
practice. About this time he began to take an 
active interest in State politics. He was 
known at one time as a “Silas Wright 
Democrat, but afterwerd arifted off with 
the * Barnburners,"’ and subsequently, when the 
Republican Party was formed, he found it an 
easy matter, holding progressive views on 
the slavery question, to identify himself 
with the new party. In November, 1861, 
Judge Folger was elected to the State Senate. 
The district then consisted of Ontario, Seneca, 
and Yates Counties. It gave Mr. Fol- 
ger a majority of 3,314, the sargest 
ever given to a candidate since its or- 
ganization. In those trying days Senator 
Folger by his voice, his vote, kind acts, and lib- 
eral contributions worked hard for his State and 
the salvation of the Union. He was the recog- 
nized leader of the Senate, and the field offered 
ample a. for him to display his 
ability. e took a leading part in all im- 
portant legislation, and framed many wise laws 
which are on the statute books to-day. He was 
re-elected in 1863, 1865, 1867, and 1469. serving 
eight years in succession. Most of the time 
he was President pro tem. While he was in the 
Legislature the troubles with the workingmen 
broke out in the eastern part of the State. Com- 
munism was so rife that in many towns men 
who desired to work were affaid to do so be- 
cause of the threats of their discontented 
fellows. Senator Folger drew up and se- 
cured the passage of the Protective Labor 
bill, guaranteeing the right to workingmen to 
labor for what wagesthey chose. Senator Folger 
had a notable capacity for detecting unconstitu- 
tional measures, and prevented more than one 
trom passing. 

Judge Folger has for years been an important 
figure in the State Conventions of the Repub- 
lican Party, exerting a commanding influence. 
He was a power long before Roscoe Conkling 
had become known in party movements. 
When ;the Constitutional Convention met 
in 1867, Judge Folger was a member of it, 
and was a candidate for President of the con- 
vention, but was defeated in the cau- 
cus by William A. Wheeler. He was, however, 
made Chairman of the Judiciary Committee of 
the convention, and tcok a prominent part in 
the proceedings of the body. Judge Folger was 
an uncompromising foe to stock jobbers, While 
in the Senate he attracted attention by 
his conservative course as Chairman of 
the Judiciary Committee. In his an- 
tagonism to Gov. Reuben EE. Fenton, 
in 1867, he went so far as to oppose and defeat the 
nominations sent by Gov. Fenton to the Senate, 
and criticising severely in public debate some of 
the Governor’s public acts. He thus became 
the leading opponent of Mr. Fenton long before 
Mr. Conkling assumed the task. He attracted 
notice also by his prominence in the contest be- 
tween Commodore Vanderbilt and the Central, 
and Jay Gould and the Erie in the Legislature of 
1868, when Vanderbilt was endeavoring to get 
possession of the Erie Koad. He led in the con- 
test against Vanderhilt, taking the zround that 
it was against public policy for competing roads 
to be controiled by the same interest, and 
that — interests would be best served 
by all competing roads being controlled 
by antagonistic interests and a _ constant 
competition kept up. This was one 
of the most notable fights which ever took 
place in a Legislature. The interest was vast, 
and, according to reports, as high as $50,000 
was paid by the railroad magnates for a 
vote of a Senator, but in all the scandal and 
investigation that followed, sustaining many 
of the stories, not a whisper was ever raised 
against the integrity of Mr. Folger. Another 
noted point was the bold position he took in the 
fierce ight made on Boss Tweed’s tax levies in 
this city, extending the session in one instance 
three days rather than yield a point about which 
a controversy had arisen. 

In 1869 Judge Folger resigned his position as 
Senator, and came to this city to take charge of 
the Sub-Treasury under President Grant’s ap- 
pointment. Among the business men of this 
city he won a reputation for marked 
financial ability and honesty. He held 
the responsible post until 1870. Then, on 
the reorganization of the Court of Appeals, 
under the amended Constitution which he had 
helped to frame, he was elected as an Associate 
Judge of the court. When Chief-Justice Church 
died, in May, 1880, Gov. Cornell noe my Judge 
Folger temporarily to fill his place. In August of 
the same year the Republican State Com- 
mittee, in response to the unanimous- 
ly expressed wish of the party, nominated him 
for the place he had temporarily filled by ap- 
pointment, and he was elected by a handsome 
majority. Although elected forthe term of 14 
years, he could serve for only7 years, as he would 
be prohibited by constitutional limitation from 
occupying the bench after he had reached the 
age of 70 years. 

On October 27, 1881, President Artnur nom- 
inated Mr. Folger for Secretary of the Treasury. 
His nomination was promptly confirmed by the 
Senate, and he assumed the duties of that office on 
Nov. 14. In the canvass for Governor in this State 
in 1882, when the Stalwarts absolutely refused 
to renominate Gov. Cornell, Mr. Folger was in- 
duced to accept the nomination, though very 
much against his wish. At the election he re- 
ceived 342,464 votes, against 535,318 for Mr. Cleve- 
land, the latter’s majority being 192,854. This over- 
whelming majority broke Judge Folger’s heart 
and caused the beginning of a decline in physi- 
cal strength from which he never recovered. 
When he arrived at his home in Geneva, late last 
month, his neighbors were surprised to see the 
great change for the worse in his ap- 
yearance. His face looked pale and worn. 

jis family physician, who was summoned 
immediately after he ‘got home, said that the 
Secretary was worn out by sickness and work 
and apt to be too despondent. Washington 
physicians believed the trouble to be only tem- 
porary, but those who knew Mr. Foiger best 
were considerably alarmed. Judge Folger’s wife, 
who was a Miss Lelover, of Auburn, died several 
years ago. 

Secretary Folger was true to the Republican 
Party uftil his death. Only yesterday the Na- 
tional Republican Committee received a letter 
from him offering to speak, if his services were 
required, in bebaif of the nominees for President 
and Vice-President.

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CHINESE MILITARY PLANS 


SORE AIC 
‘THREE > ARMIES TO UNITE AND 
MARCH INTO TONQUIN. 
HUNG-HOA AND BAC-NINH TO BE ATTACKED 

—THE FRENCH PLANNING TO OCCUPY 


THE ISLAND OF FORMOSA. 

Hone Kone, Sept. 4.—The Chinese have 
cut a military road through the French ceme- 
tery at Canton, destroying a mausoleum and 
rifling the tombs. 

China yesterday paid to the French Consul at 
Hong Kong the sum of $27,000 as an indemnity 
for the losses incurred by French subjects in the 
Canton riots of 1883. 

Paris, Sept. 4.—The République Fran- 
caise says: “ It is probable that Admiral Courbet 
will occupy the island of Formosa in force. 
This action is necessary in order to secure the 
ratification of the treaty of Tien-Tsin and the 
payment of an indemnity for the Langson af- 
fair.” 

It is semi-officially reported that Admiral 
Courbet has received carte blanche as to opera- 
tions against China. It is stated that he will not 
undertake further hostilities for 10 days or so 
until reinforcements from Saigon reach him in 
sufficient numbers to enable him toseize and 
occupy some of the Northern Chinese ports. 

La Liberté believes that the Government is 
unlikely to receive a notice from China that war 
has been declared, owing to the confusion pre- 
vailing in Pekin. The French squadron in Chi- 
nese waters is cruising to destroy the remainder 
of the Chinese fleet. 

Le Matin makes the following statement on 
diplomatic authority: “ Prince Bismarck agreed 
to give France the support and infiu- 
ence of Germany in an_ attack upon 
China on condition that the treaty with 
China of 1860 be revised so as to enable Ger- 
many to obtain equal concessions with 
England, America, and France. Bismarck 
asked the Pekin Government. to ive 
Germany such a concession at Shanghai, 
but the request was refused on the ground that 
the consent of all the contracting parties to the 
treaty of 1860 was required. Prince Bismarck 


also aims to form a naval and trading station at 
Cape Shang-tong, south of the Gulf of Petchili.” 


Lonpon, Sept. 4.—Advices from China 
state that three Chinese armies are marching to 
invade Tonauin,one from each of the three South- 
ern Provinces of China. The army from Quang- 
See numbers 25,000 men, that trom Yun-Nan 
20,000, and that from Quang-Tong likewise 20,000. 
The Yun-Nan army will join the Black Flags at 
Lao-Kai, on the Tonquin frontier. There are said 
to be 10,000 Black Flags at that point. Thesecom- 
bined forces will march down the Red River and 
attack Hung-Hoa. The Quang-See army will 
march into Tonquin by way of Cao-Binh and in 
connection with a portion of the Canton army, 
now at Langson, will attack Bac-Ninh. Six 
thousand French hold Hanoi, Hung-Hoa, Son- 
tay and Bac-ninh. 

Admiral Courbet will suspend operations in 
China until M. Patendtre, the French Minister to 
China, has made a report of the political situa- 
tion at Pekin. Telegraphic communication north 
ot Shanghai ceases at Tsining, a station on the 
Great Canal. Reports have reached Shanghai 
through Tsining that the opposition of the peace 
and war parties is reaching the pitch of civil war.

PANIC-STRICKEN ITALIANS. 

THE CHOLERA CAUSES CONFUSION THROUGH- 
OUT ITALY—OTHER INFECTED PLACES, 
Rog, Sept. 4.—Evidences of the cholera 

panic throughout Italy continue to muitiply. 

The populace at Pazzuoli attempted to-day to 

stop the railway service from Naples. A mob 

here in Rome drove a priest who had just ar- 
rived from Naples away from the city. At 

Ovieto travelers are refused entrance into the 

city. In some places a popular agitation has be- 

gun in favor of abolishing local quarantine and 
establishing houses of observation for travelers 
suspected of illness. In consequence of this 


plan being forbidden by the Government the 
people of Civita Vecchia attempted to destroy 
the railway.

King Humbert has made a contribution of 
$2,000 in aid of the sufferers from cholera at La 
Spezia. The King will soon visit Naples, where 
three Cabinet Ministers are already visiting the 
worst quarters to distribute relief. 


LonpDon, Sept. 4.—The Rome correspond- 
ent of the Times says: ** A cholera panic prevails 
throughout Italy. Each town is taking measures 
of protection regardless of the Government. 
Some post guards so as to prevent travelers 
from entering their precincts until after a 
quarantine of 15 or 20 days. Many have closed 
their gates to every one. Villages have estab- 
lished armed cordons. The result is that in many 
parts of the peninsula a practical anarchy pre- 
vails,andad travel and traffic are greatly inter- 
rupted. The Italian papers lament the spectacle 
of disorder, and call upon the Government to 
end it. The official returns of the number of 
cases and deaths are confused and inaccurate. 
According to the latest reports from Naples 
there had been 97 fresh cases and 43 deaths within 
the last 24 hours.” 

The Turkish Government has established a 10 
days’ quarantine against vessels arriving from 
Spain and a five days’ quarantine against vessels 
arriving by way of Egypt, even if they have 
already been quurantined at ports of those 
countries. 


MADRID, Sept. 4.—At Novelda, since the 
last report, there have been nine fresh cases of 
cholera and three deaths. No fresh cases are re- 
ported at Elche or Alicante, 


MARSEILLES, Sept. 4.—Three deaths from 
cholera occurred here during the 24 hours end- 
ing at 9 o'clock to-night. 


NAPLES, Sept. 4.—Further heavy rain- 
falls have increased the mortality here. Roman 
candles are burned in the streets to purify the 
air. The statue of San Genaro was carried 
in procession to-day. Troops are going to 
Cassino, Aboli, and other towns which refuse to 
admit persons from Naples, to prevent interfer- 
ence with the movements of travelefs.

DISGRACING THE SALVATIONISTS.

ONE OF ITS OFFICERS IN TORONTO ACCUSED 
OF BETRAYING A CONVERT. 

Toronto, Sept. 4.—For some time much 
indignation has existed among the residents of 
Paris at the disgraceful conduct of Major Ather- 
ton. of the Salvation Army. Some timeago a 
young and handsome daughter of poor but high- 
ly respectable parents became attracted to the 
Salvation Army by the apparent devotion and 
earnestness of their members, and being carried 
away with religious fervor, became a convert, 
and was enrolled among the members. Young, 
talented, with all the symplicity and charm of 
budding womanhood, she entered heartily into 


the work,and by her winning persuasion suc- 
ceeded in making many converts. 

The Major appears to have become enamored 
of her, and in order the more readily to over- 
come her scruples, he proposed a tour through 
the district in order to stir up their people to re- 
newed exertions. She consented, and the couple 
started out. While on this tour Atherton suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing her ruin, and, broken- 
hearted, the young woman returned to her 
friends. The Major took warning of the storm 
which was evidently impending and disappeared 
for a time. ‘Thinking the matter had blown 
over, ho returned last Saturday night, 
but his return having become noised abroad, 
a number of citizens waited until the service 
for the evening was over, and, upon his appear- 
ance on the street, he was greeted with a shower 
of rotten eggs and fiour. He retreated to the 
barracks, the windows of which were smashed 
with stones. Last evening he attempted to re- 
ply to his adversaries during the service. The 
Major referred to the newspapers as being one 
cause of his not being popular. These sheets, 
he said, had circulated untounded reports con- 
cerning his character, and those who formerly 
stood by him had been estranged from him. He 
defied any one to bring and sustain a solitary 
charge against him. During his speech the boys 
about the door passed away the time in making 
very unseemly noises. 

After the meeting was over one of them was 
arrested and taken toward the Town Hall, and 
this was the signal fora regularrow. On arriv- 
ing near the Town Hall the constables and pris- 
oner were knocked over, and the prisoner. got 
away. After this the crowd made up its mind 
to have the Major, if he was in town, and 
several houses were visited in search of 
him. He was at length found in Mr. Hicks’s 
cellar, biding in a tub in a corner. His 
uniform had been taken off, and he was wearing 
an old suit of the blacksmith’s. He was led out 
of the house and into the yard. There eggs of 
various ages and conditions were showered upon 
him in great profusion. A few of the soldiers 
and the police were also peppered freely. The 
Major was at length taken care of by his friends, 
who escorted him to a place of refuge, where he 
remained during the night.

THOMAS REEL SHOOTS A MAN 

FALSE IMPRESSION, 
ScRANTON, Penn., Sept. 4.—Last evening, 
just as night was falling, Mrs. Thomas Reel, wife 
of the sexton at the Hyde Park Catholic ceme- 
tery, in this city, was startled by the cries of a 
girl, which proceeded from a smal! grove a short 
distance away. Mrs. Reel called the attention of 
her husband to the matter, and as the cries were 
repeated, he took his revolver and hastened to 
the spot. Reel’s own daughter was absent from 
home at the time, and thoughts of her were up- 
permost in his mind. As soon as he reached the 
grove he witnessed a struggle between a young 


man about 22 years of age anda girlish figure 
clad iu white. The man had thrown the girl 
down on the ground. a 

The girl screamed loudly, and Reel, thinking 
his own daughter was the victim, aimed his re- 
uolverand fired. The bullet lodged in the brain 
of James Manyan, who fell mortally wounded by 
the side of Annie Fisher, the girl who had been 
crying for help, and whose clothing had been 
badly torn in the scuffie. The blood from the 
wounded man spurted over the girl’s white dress. 
When Reei arrived he was astonished to find that 
the girl was not his daughter afterall. He had 
her removed to his home, where his wife gave 
her a new dress. Mangan, who was unconscious, 
was taken to the hospital. Reel went before the 
Mayor and gave bail for his appearance at court 
to answer the charge cf shooting. 

Mangan had been employed at the Lackawanna 
steel mill and bears the name of a sober, steady 
workman. Yesterday the mill was idle, owing 
to an accident. He met the Fisher girl by ap- 
pointment, and they went into the woods togeth- 
er. She had been away from her home in Car- 
bondale more than two weeks and had been 
keeping questionable company. Itis stated that 
Mangan and herself were on terms of intimacy, 
and that more than a yearagoshe ranaway from 
home with a circus, Mangan is still at the hos- 

vital in a state of unconsciousness, and his death 
is hourly expected.

BOTH BIGAMIST AND MURDERER. 

Lockport, N. Y., Sept. 4.—“Dr.” Ira 
Richmond, of this city, who is now in jail charged 
with murder in the first degree, in causing the 
death of Lizzie Cook by abortion, did not receive 
much aid from the investigation of his case by 
the Grand Jury, which has just been concluded. 
It will doubtless be several years, if ever, before 
he isa free man again. An added sensation was 
developed by the testimony of a lady 54 years 
old, named Mrs. Butler. and her daughter, the 
latter 22 years ot age. They both swore that Dr. 
Richmond's real name was Ira Richmond Butler, 
and that he was the legal husband of Mrs, 
Butler, who had married him in Canada many 
years ago, and that 10 years ago he had deserted 
her. She testified that even then he was engaged 
in irregular transactions and the dubious prac- 
tices of a physician’s profession. As Richmond 
married a Mrs. Platt, of Lockport. who also tes- 
tified before the jury. it is understood that be- 
sides anindictment for murder the doctor has 
one for bigamy now hanging over him. The 
case of Mrs. W. H. Bowen, sister of the deceased 
girl, was also examined by the jury, andalthough 
they have made no report ye it is understood 
that they have found indictmefts in both cases,

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MR. BLAINE TALKS SWEETLY TO 
NEW-ENGLAND FARMERS. ' 

HE DIVIDES THE HONORS WITH A BALLOON 
ASCENSION AS A MEANS OF CAPTURING 
THE DOLLARS OF THE FARMERS. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., Sept. 4.—Mr. Blaine’s 
presence at the New-England Fair to-day put a 
good many extra half dollars in the coffers of 
the association, although the crowd was not 
quite so large as yesterday, when a balloon as- 
cension was the principal attraction. Mr. Blaine 
is the guest of ex-Gov. Smythe. He was driven 
about the city this morning, and the crowds at 
the fair grounds were kept waiting for fully an 
hour after the time fixed for him to address 
them. About 10,000 people were crowded in 
front of the stand. When Mr. Blaine appeared 
before them the cheers that greeted him must 
have been extremely satisfactory to him consid- 
ering the non-partisan character of the gather- 
ing. His speech was received with frequent 
rounds of applause, and the other speakers 
found themselves vociferously interrupted 
whenever they mentioned his name. Mr. Blaine 
spoke as follows: 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: It is pleasant to find our- 
selves in an assemblage where we all bear 2 name of 
higher honor than any partisan designation; an assem- 
blage in which we meet on the broad plane of American 
citizenship and rejoice in the title us in itself consti- 
tuting a civic distinction of priceless value. The agri- 
cultural fair is the farmers’ parliament. On this day 
and on this occasion the most independent class of citi- 
zens speak to the world by word and deed for that great 
fundamental interest on which the Republic rests for 
its security and its prosperity. It has become a trite 
saying that agriculture is the basis of all wealth, 
but the full measure of the statement may be compre- 
hended when we remember that in this yeur of grace 
1854 the total value of the product from ey Tl and 
flock in the United States will exceed $3,000,500,000, 
an amount brought forth ina single year vastly in ex- 
cess of the national debt at its highest point. We are 
not in the habit of considering New-England as es- 
pecially distinguished for agriculture, and yet the an- 
nual product from her soil is greater in vaiue than a!l 
the gold taken from the mines of California and Aus- 
tralia in the richest year of their febulous yield. The 
farmer ts the true and always successful miner in the 
extruction of money from the earth, a tact most strik- 
ingly shown in the history of California, whose 
splendid march to wealth and power only fairly 
began when the energies of her pevple were 
turned to the production of bread for the world, 
instead of gold. The prodigious consumption of 
56,000,000 people is brought strikingly before us 
when we realize how vast a proportion of our aggre- 
gate product is used at home und how small a share is 
sent abroad. The hundred and odd millions of New- 
Eagiand’s farm product does not support her own 
people, and they are compelled to exchange the fruits 
of their mechanical industry to an enormous amount 
annuully for the means of subsistence so lavishly out- 
poured from tbe granaries of the more fertile W est; 
and this fact is but one of many which show the inde- 
pendence of our people and the vast extent of our in- 
ternal exchange. 

The scene of to-day has an enhanced interest when 
we reflect that throughout the gorgeous Autumn upon 
which we huve just entered it will be reproduced in 
countless communities throughout our land. From 
ocean to ocean, frgm northern lake to southern gulf, 
the richness of the harvesi, the contentment and hap- 
piness of the people, will be shown on fields as fair 
by displays as brilliant as tnose which now delight 
our eyes and gladden our hearts. Nor will the 
Autumn exhaust the inspiring scenes. When the chill 
of Winter on the northern border of the Union shall 
make the soutbern sun seem genial and welcome, our 
brethren of the cotton region will continue the won- 
drous story. They invite us to witness the commercial 
emporium ofthe South, the great triumph of Southern 
avriculture in the produetion of that single plant 
which has revolutionized the manufactures. They 
have the tinance of the world, which has enriched the 
United states beyond the reach of imagination and 
has added incaiculably to the comfort, the health, 
and the luxury of the human race. _ Stand- 
ing as I do in a fair of the New-England 
States it is an agreeable duty to extend con- 
gratulations to New-England armers on the 
good results of this year’s labors, and on the general 
and more important fact that at no period in the his- 
tory otf New-England husbandry has intelligent labor 
been blessed with more proiitable results than during 
the present generation. If there be any one that 
doubts this, | wish he was here to-day and could hear 
what I have heard and see what I haveseen.

BAY STATE GREENBACKERS. 
THEY DECIDE TO FUSE WITH BUTLER’S PEO- 
si PLE’S PARTY. .’ 


Boston, Sept. 4.—The Greenback or Na- 
tionul Party State Convention, the call for which 
was issued before Gen. Butler had announced 
his scheme of a People’s Party, was held here to- 
day. There was not a large attendance, about 
800 in all being present, but the proceedings were 
very lively and fullof entertainment. The talk 
was incessant from both the platform and the 
floor, debate always being a feature of Green- 
back Conventions, and the proceedings were en- 
livened by the singing of campaign songs, 


the convention joining lustily in the chorus. 
No nominations were made, but instead a 
committee was appointed to confer with the 
People’s Convention, to be held at Worcester on 
the 24th inst., in making up a State and Electoral 
ticket. This committee is empowered to pledge 
union of action in the support of such a ticket, 
and, nominations tailing, itis to report back to 
the State Committee, who shall proceed imme- 
diately to place such a ticket in tne field. Thus 
the Greenbackers propose to fuse with the Peo- 
ple’s Party, of which they form the bulk, but 
not to abandon their organization. Though so 
little was really done the usual convention ma- 
chinery was setup. There were the temporary 
Chairman, who made a speech; the permanent 
Chairman, who also made a speech, and the 
usual committees. The temporary Chairman 
was Dr. P. P. Field, of Salem, and the permanent 
Chairman, Judge Israel W. Andrews, of Danvers. 
The latter made the most spirited speech of the 
day, though James Wisten and ex-Mayor San- 
derson, of Lynn, who spoke later in the pro- 
ceedings, roused the convention toa high pitch 
of enthusiasm. All the speakers eulogized But- 
lerand pitched into both the Republican and 
Democratic Parties. Judge Andrews made a 
good point, which was quickly appreciated, in 
his comment on the two conventions of yester- 
day. when he remarked that he was astonished 
to hear that at the recent convention of 
the Republicans not an unkind word was said 
against Gen. Butler, while the Democrats, who 
had great admiration for him a year ago, could 
not say enoughin his denunciation. Why was 
that so? he asked. Gen. Butler is still in the field, 
and the Republicans know it. Why then, he 
asked, did they not abuse him as they did a year 
ago? 

The platform reported was very brief, remark- 
ably so rora Greenback Convention, simply in- 
dorsing the platform and candidates of the In- 
dianapolis Convention, and the principles enun- 
ciated by Butler in his latest ietter, with this very 
general declaration: 

Resolved, That we indorse the doctrines of the 
fathers of the American Revolution, that the consent 
of the governed is the basis of all honest ana honora- 
ble government, and that we symputhize with all na- 
tionalities who are now laboring for recognition of the 
same principle and the people's right. 

The singing began early and closed late. One 
L. W. Cushman, of New-York, led off as a solo- 
ist, and his first effort was a song of his own 
composition called *““Greenbacks and What the 
People Demand,” followed by another on 
““Greenbacks and the Red, White, and Blue,” 
the refrain of which was, **Ben Butler would 
father the baby for the sake of the Red. White, 
and Blue.” The concluding song, which the con- 
vention was singing as the adjournment was an- 
nounced, was *“* All about brave Ben Butler, with 
his record clean and straight, who will turn the 
ruscals out.”’

EX-GOV. ST. JOHN’S CANVASS. 
CuicaGo, Sept. 4.—‘‘ I saw the newspaper 
article charging me with the intention of selling 
out to the Republicans,” said ex-Gov. St. John 
at the Sherman House this morning. He smiled 
pleasantly as he observed that he had no more tu 
say than to reiterate a statement previously 


made, that he never sought the nomination, but 
that he proposed to stay, with the help of Provi- 
dence.

GOV. CLEVELAND’S VISITORS. 
ALBANY, Sept. 4.—Among the callers on 
Gov. Cleveland to-day were Willard Johnsor, of 
Oswego; Samuel T. Benedict, of Schenectady; 
ex-Senator Francis M. Bixby, of New-York; 
Gen. d. D. Bryant, of New-York; E. Prentiss 


Bailey, editor of the Utica Observer; Charles 
E. Miller, of Buffalo, and Mayor Jonathan 
Scoville, of Buffalo. Mayor Scoville said 
to-night that he had the utmost confidence 
in Mr. Cleveland’s carrying Erie County. What- 
ever dissatisfaction had previously existed was 
rapidly disappearing, and, though the county 
was usually Republican by from 3,000 to 4,000, he 
believed that that would be overcome and 
Cleveland carry it by a handsome majority.

not vote for Mr. Blaine. Lucius B. Swift, Sec- 
retary of the Independent League, presided, and 
said the independents still clung to the 
good things in the Republican Party, which 
they were not afraid to trust in the hands of 
Grover Cleveland. Mr. Dye made no new points, 
but quoted largely trom the expressions of Re- 
publican leaders and Republican papers of 1876 
to show Mr. Blaine’s unfitness for the position 
to which he had been nominated. There were 
about 500 persons present, including a number of 
ladies. Gov. Hendricks occupied a prominent 
Seat. Nine-tenths of those present were Demo- 
crats, who applauded the speaker freely. 


THE MAJORITY IN VERMONT. 

BURLINGTON, Sept. 4.—The State election 
returns are now substantially complete, only 13 
towns yet remaining to be heard from, and these 
casting four years ago only 996 votes. The State 
as heard from gives Pingree, Republican, 41,188; 
Redington, Democrat, 19,197; independent, 
Greenback, and scuttering, 733. Pingree’s plu- 
rality, 21,991: Pingree’s majority, 21,258. The 
towns yet to be heard from will increase the Re- 
publican majority about 400, making it 21,658. 
The Republican vote has fallen off 11 per cent. 
and the Democratic 10 per cent. in comparison 
with four years ago. Of the 230 members-elect 
of the House only 30 are Democrats. Of the 32 
Senators 3 are Democrats.

‘ELLA WATSON’S MURDERER FOUND 


BY A CLEVER RUSE. 
THE NEGRO SULLIVAN SHOWS UNMISTAKA4 
BLE SIGNS OF GUILT WHEN CONFRONT+ 


ED WITH HIS KNIFE, 

‘ PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 4.—A special to the 
Times from Salem, N. J., says that the Watson 
murder mystery is no longer a mystery, 
In all human probability the murderer of 
pretty Ella Watson, the daughter of Farmer 
George Watson, of Salem County, bas beer 
found. A remarkable chain of circumstantia, 
evidence has been woven around Howard Sullix 
van, the negro driver of John Elweil’s team, and 
his chances for escaping the gallows are Very 
shight. Prosecutor Slape and Sheriff Coles are 
to-day the proudest of Salem County's offi« 
cials. This morning Sullivan was quietly 
informed that he would have a hearing befor¢ 
Justice Casperson. Jones and Henley, the othe, 
two accused negroes, were brought to the Sher« 
iff’s office. Less than a dozen persons were pres« 
ent. Sullivan had not the remotest idea thaj 
any clue that could possibly incriminate him haq 
been obtained. He rather expected acguittal. 
Jones and Herley appeared anxious and troub< 
led. Farmer Watson was not present. Cole< 
man’s testimony was mainly for the purpose of 
placing the murder on record. 

During his testimony Suillivan’s fear began ta 
show itself in the trembling of his muscles, 
When Coleman finished, Sullivan took a mora 
comfortable position, And the evidences of hig 
fear vanished. Sheriff Coles gave his testimony, 
showing that the number of nailsin Sullivan’g 
shoes were identical with those in thd 
footprints in the corn field. Sheriff Coleq 
was about to take his seat when 


Prosecutor Slape stood up and _ arrested 
him with a motion. He negligently kept one 
hand in his pocket. Withasudden motion he 
held his hand aloft, saying at the same time; 
* Sheriff, do you recognize this knife?’ Inthé 
sharp flood of light strenming in through thea 
open window, distinctly outlined with the vivid- 
ness of a silhouette picture, he he!d to view @ 
knife—an ordinary jackknite. Before Sheriff Coles 
could answer a word the prisoner had jumped te 
his feet. He shook with fear. “Jt ain’t my 
knife. ’Fore God I never seen it!’ he shouted, 
Then he sank back trerabling into his seat. The 
climax bad been reached. Prosecutor Slapes’s 
great effort had been rewarded. The prisoner, 
had recognized as his the fatal knife with which) 
the murderous club had been cut. ‘ 

The whole scene occupied but a few seconds,| 
but it was fully a minute before any one spoke, 
The two negro suspects, Jones an@ Henley, ex-| 
changed pleased and knowing looks with each) 
other. Jones’s countenance lighted up as if w 
life burden had been removed from his shoul« 
ders. Sullivan’s form seemed to collapse in utter 
despair. The horrible truth that he had betrayed 
himself seemed to dawn upon his sluggish mind. 
Sheriff Coles told the story of the telitale knife., 

“That knife belonged to Howard Sullivan,” 
he said, “ until two days after the murder. On, 
that day there was an excursion from Woods- 
town to Atlantic City, and Sullivan went. John 
Elwell saw him there, as he has testified, spend- 
ing money treely. Among the excursionists 
that day was George Barton, Jr., a young 
son of George Burton, of Woodstown. He 
knew Sullivan, and spoke to him. After they 
talked a while the negro asked himif he didnot 
wish to buy a pocket knife. ‘Ihave one I will 
sell you cheap,’ said Suilivyan, taking the knife 
from his pocket. The boy offered him 10 cents 
and became the owner of the knife. ‘It’s no 
use to me,’said the negro. The next day young, 
Barton showed his burgain to his father, an 
told him of whom he had purchasedit. * That 
is notso much of a bargain,’ said Barton,. Sr.! 
* Look at the two great nicks in the blade.’ ” 

Among other possible clues Sherit¥ Coles had 
studied the club found near the murdered girl’s 
body. As the outiines became more and more fa- 
miliar to him he began to notice the peculiarity of 
the cutting. Running like two bands through 
the length of each distinct cut were two curious 
lines. At length the cause dawned upon the offi- 
cial’s mind. The lines were caused by two 
jagged nicks in the blade of the instrument 
with which the club had been cut. Therefore 
when one day George Barton mentioned that his 
son had purchased a knife from Sullivan, the 
Sheriff’s first inquiry was, ** What kind of a blade 
has it?” ‘*Oniy a common one with a couple of 
nicks in it,” was the answer. Within 15 minutes, 
seated behind his fieet roadster, Sheriff Coles wag 
on his way to the discovery of the important 
clue. ‘He paid young Bartun just 10 cents tor the 
knife. To-day Prosecutor Slape took a bit of 
a branch and cut it with the knife. Taoen under 
a powerful magnifier the murderer’s club and 
the branch were examined. The lines in the 
jagged dents of both’were identical. When the 
testimony was closed a curious change had come 
over the face of the recently defiant prisoner. 
It wore a look of sullen despair. 

“Where did you get that knife, Sullivan 2”) 
asked Prosecutor Slape. 

* What knife?” 

““The one you sold George Barton.” 

“Tt used to belong to my brotier.”’ 

* But you had it, did you not ?”’ 

** Yes, and I sold it the day before the —” 

He hesitated for a moment, and then boldly 
uttered the word ** murdev.” 

“That will do,” said the wary prosecutor. 
** We know when you sold it.” Then to Justice 
Casperson: ** Your Honor I ask that the prisoner 
be held to answer for the murder of Ella Wat- 
son.”” Jones and Henley wil! be detained as wit- 
nesses. Sullivan has been removed to the mur- 
derer’s cell in Salem jail. No one is allowed to 
see him. Not 20 persons in Salem to-day are 
aware that the murderer of pretty Ella Watsog 
has been found.

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A STORY OF THE SEA. 
A BROOKLYN SAILOR’S 

FROM BEING MURDERED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 4.—Charles Rixel, 
¢he second mate of the bark Unanima, which ar- 
rived at this port yesterday from South America, 
visited Police Headquarters to-day and related 
avery peculiar story. He stated that in March 
last, while in South America, be shipped as a 
seaman on board the vessel, but when the day 
for sailing arrived the second mate and five of 
of the crew, through superstition, refused to sail 
on the voyage, and their places had to 
be supplied by other men. The first mate 
of the bark was John Davis. Just previous 


to this the Captain appointed Rikel second 
mate against the protest of Davis, who wunted 
another member of the crew appointed to the 
position. One dark night about five weeks ago, 
while Kikel was on watch, he was approached, 
so he alleges. by Davis, who struck him on the 
head with either a belaying pin or a hatchet and 
knocked bim senseless. He was confined to his 
eabin during the remainder ot his voyage. On 
reaching port yesterday, one of the crew, a 
German, informed him that previous to the 
assault Davis approached and induced him 
to enter into a conspiracy to murder the second 
mate, The plan proposed was that Davis was to 
strike Rikel with a belaying pin or some other 
object, and then with the German was to throw 
him overboard. When the assault was made the 
German refused to perform his part of the con- 
tract. 

On these allegations the magistrate issued a 
warrant for the arrest of Davis, and it was 
placed in the hands of three officers for exe- 
cution. They visited a_ sailors’ boarding 
house on Front-street, near Lombard, and 
attempted to arrest him, but he resist- 
ed and knocked Officer Dougherty down. 
I'he other seamen in tne house immediately 
came to his rescue and threatened vengeance, 
but the officers drew their revolvers and suc- 
ceeded in taking the man into custody. This 
afternoon Davis was arraigned before Magistrate 
South, where the second mate, Charies Rikel, 
whose home is in Brookiyn, N. Y., testified to the 
commitment of the aggravated assault. The 
magistrate held Davis in $3.000 bail for a hearing 
before United States Commissioner Bell, and the 
witnesses in $500 each.

THE DAKOTA WHEAT HARVEST. 
A PROMISING OUTLOOK—THRASHING DE- 
LAYED BY WET WEATHER. 
Cnurcaco, Sept. 4—A Tribune special 
from Fargo, Dakota, states that with the excep- 
tion of a few isolated fields in the Red River Val- 
ey, near the Manitoba boundary, the wheat 
harvest is completed. Immediately after the 
main portion of the grain was cuta rainy spell 
cet in, which has greatly retarded thrashing, but 
three days of last week and the first two or 
three of this week have been fairly favor- 
able for thrashing, and considerable grain 
has been separated from the straw and 
haff. It is of excellent quality thus 
far, though some of it is a trifie “ off color,” 
in consequence of the wetting, but nearly every 
bushel has graded No.1 hard. The reports from 
Duluth, bowever, indicate that the amount of 
10ul seed in wheat this year is nearly twice as 
large as last year. This is one of the results of 
the systein of careless cultivation which s0 many 
haye pursued there during the last few years. 
There are some farmers who estimate the 
amount already thrashed at 20 per cent. of the 
entire crop. This, however, is probabiy high. 
The amount in stack varies in different por- 
tions of North Dakota, but it would probably 
be safe to say that it would average about 25 per 
cent, at present. Fall plowing bas begun, and is 
being pushed. Whenever the weather is too 
damp for thrashing al) hands are sent out with 
the plows. No.1 hard wheat starts in at a fair 
price considering the prices on other grades, and 
the tendency seems to be to sell now rather than 
to hold for futures. Financially it is safe to say 
that the outlook indicates a slow but sure im- 
provement, and, with the vast agricultural 
wealth of the Territory, commercial and other 
interests must soon be on an extremely sound 

basis.

OUTRAGE IN A GEORGIA POORHOUSE. 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Sept. 4.—The people 
of Gordon County are greatly excited over re- 
cent disclosures in relation to the oorhouse. 
Some time ago a young white girl, homeless and 
sick, made application to the manager of the 
pauper farm for admission. The day after sev- 
eral ladies who happened to pay avisit of inspec- 
tion to the house were shocked to find the sick 
gir! crouching in one corner of a room while a 
negro man slept in another corner. The girl 
stated that she had been placed in that room by 
the manager the night before, and had passed 
the night in that horrible situation, fully at the 
negro’s mercy. 

Upon the ladies remonstrating the manager 
tried to smooth away the ugly features of the 
case. It now develops that notwithstanding the 
remonstrances of the ladies and the promise of 
the manager that the outrage of the first night 
should not be repeated, the girl was kept there 
for one week, being unable to help herself. The 
matter was brought to public attention through 
Mr. R. W. Thornton, a prominent citizen, who 
vouches for the fact that the outrage wus con- 
tinued by the manager for several days even 
after the County Commissiovers had ordered him 
to pay some respect to the laws of decency. On 
the testimeny of the inmates of the poorhouse 
the gir! cried repeatedly for assistance. The mat- 
ter will be brought bafore the next Grand Jury.

CANADIAN MILITIA INDIGNANT. 

OrTTawa, Sept. 4.—There is great indig- 
nation among the officers of the Canadian mili- 
tia over a cablegram seat to England from Mon- 
treal by a correspondent of the Central News 
Agency, who accompanied the British Associa- 
tion to the latter city from London. The cable- 
gram states that after interviewing White Eagle 
and several officers, who accompanied Lord 
Wolseley on the Ked River expedition, that the 
officers of the Canadian troops generally disap- 
proved of Gen. Wolseley’s appointment to the 
supreme command of the Egyptian expedition, 
and pooh-poohed his plan of campaign as far as 
they dared; that they sneered at the War 
Office’s statement which makes a parallel be- 
tween the Niie and Red River campaigns. More 
than 400 officers and men of the militia are here 
attending the Dominion rifle matches, and all of 
them denounce the statement as abarelie. Gen. 
Middieton, commanding the militia, stated that 
instead of disapproving of the appointment of 
Gen. Wolseley the officers of the mulitia were 
Nghly deligbted, 

CAPT. M’°CLINTOCK WAS NOT SHOT. 

Crxcrinnati, Sept. 4.—The attention of 
Mr. John D. Caldwell having been directed to 
the card contradicting the story of the shooting 
of Capt. McClintock by the starving men of the 
Sir John Fravklin expedition in order to secure 
his flesh for food, said it was of course an error 
on his part to say it was Capt. McClintock who 
was killed. In the hasty interview he used that 
name inadvertently. Capt. McClintock be- 
longed to the rescuing party under Capt. Hall, 
instead of to the Franklin party. The name 
of Miss Cracroft’s lover, whom Capt. Hall told 
him was the young officer to whose lot it fell to 
be shot. Mr. Caldwell could not recall, but said 
be could find it ina letter which Miss Cracroft 
aiterward wrote to him and is preserved some- 
where among his papers.

SHOT DEAD BY HIS BROTHER. 

HENRY MACKABEE DIES FOR RESENTING 
ABUSE OF HIS MOTHER. 

LovuIsviILLe, Sept. 4.—Steve Mackabee 
shot and killed his brother Henry in the pres- 
ence of their aged father and mother at 12 
o’clock last night, six miles east of Mount Ster- 
ling. The family and neighbors are indignant, 
and say that the law, if enforced, will certainly 
hang him. For many years Steve has been a 
reckless drunkard, and last night about 
ll o'clock he returned from Owingsville, 
where he had become very drunk. After 


entering the dining room and eating some- 
thing he walked up stairs to his bedroom, 
but, concluding he wanted something more to 
eat, returned to the dining room and complained 
roughly to his mother of the fare. His brother 
Henry, whom he awoke by his loud talking, got 
up, dressed, and said he would bring him to bed. 
As he was passing through his mother's room to 
where his brother was his mother said: ‘Don’t 
gointhere. Steve has the gun.” 

Henry went on, and was halted at the dining 
room door by his brother, who covered him 
with a loaded shotgun. He shamed Steve 
for talking so roughly to his mother, 
and said, ‘“‘Come on to bed.” Steve then 
fired on him. The entire load entered his 
bowels, and in less thanan hourhe was dead. 
Both men have led reckless lives and have been 
considered dangerous. Tlie dead man, six years 
ago, in a drunken spree at this place, rode 
through the streets fl: urishing his pistol and de- 
fying the officers. He was also in the fight when 
Marshal Young and others fell on our streets 
while at the post of duty. This murder was 
committed without provocation, and is one of 
the blackest on the records of Kentucky. Pres- 
ton Mackabee’s, the place where the murder was 
committed, isin Bath County, about six miles 
from this place. The officers are in search of 
Steve, who is a fugitive.

THE THIRD DUKE OF WELLINGTON.

At the present time, when the attention 
of the’public has been drawn to the ducal house 
of Wellesley, it may possibly interest some of 
our readers to be reminded that the new Duke 
of Wellington is the great-grandson of the rustic 
beauty who, as every reader of Tennyson is 
aware, being born a “ village maiden” of Shrop- 


shire, was suddenly elevated to the painful dig- 
nity of a peerage by her marriage with “the 
Lord of Suriclen.™ whom she and her parents 
had taken to only a“ landscape painter.” 
From —s Plain “Sarah Hoggi S$, of Bolas 
Magna, in the county of Shropshire,” she found 
herself Countess of Exeter, and “ the burden of 
an honor unto which she was not born” 
threw her into a consumption and caused 
her early death only six years after 
her matriage. According to Burke and 
Lodge, ner death took place in 1797, and the 
“ tnree fair children” of whom she became the 
mother were Brownlow. afterward eleventh 
Earl and second Marquis of Exeter, Lord 
Thomas Cecil, and Lady Sophia Cecil. The last- 
named child, on reaching womanhood, married 
the Right Hon. Henry Manvers Pierrepont, of 
Conholt Park, Hants, brother of the second 
Earl Manvers. Their only child, a daughter, 
Augusta Sophia Anne, became in 1844 Lady 
Charles Wellesley, and her eldest son, Henry, has 
become within the last few days, by his uncle's 
death, the third Duke of Wellington. The reader 
may be reminded that the title is derived from 
the town of Wellington. in Somerset, not far 
from Taunton, in the neighborhood of which the 
Wesleys or Welsieys, or (as they now spell their 
name) Wellesleys heid lands some two or three 
centuries ago.

It is greatly to be regretted that the sec- 
ond Duke would never allow one of his trusted 
friends to take down from his mouth some of 
the stories (many of them very instructive and 


others very amusing) in which his father figured.

{np the ffirst two months! of the 
campaign all this has been most sur- 
prisingly changed. Our . Cincinnati 
dispatch, giving an impartial account of 
the political situation in Ohio, shows that 
while Republican success is probable, yet 
the Democrats are very hopeful and the 
Republicans considerably alarmed, and 
with good reason. In Michigan BUTLER’s 
fusion plan—how the old humbug must 
chuckle at his own diabolical -in- 
genuity in devising a scheme so in- 
jurious to the candidate in whose inter- 
est Mr. Britt CHANDLER encouraged him 
to take the field—has diminished the 
BLAINE total by 13 votes, and Iowa is also 
made a doubtful State by the Butler fusion 
added to a’very considerable Republican 
defection, while Wisconsin Democrats 
speak confidently of their ability to carry 
the State for CLEVELAND. This is a very 
bad showing of progress in the wrong 
direction for a candidate whose perfervid 
Americanism was supposed to make him 
irresistible to the warm-hearted and pa- 
triotic men of the West.

sist in making Mr. BLatne President,” 
and on the back of the letter she wrote 
these very anxious Ohio gentlemen that 
if her husband were alive ‘‘ he would not 
support Mr. BLAINE, even at the bidding 
of his party,” and that in her mourning 
for him she found some consolation in the 
thought that he had not lived to see the 
party he loved so much and served so 
well disgrace itself by the nomination of 
‘**so wicked and corrupt a man for the 
highest office in the gift of the American 
people as I know and my husband knew 
JAMES G. BLAINE to be.” 





The ‘‘Hon.” James R. DOOLITTLE, of 
Chicago, is evidently seeking a vindica- 
tion. He was heard from at the Demo- 
cratic Convention in Chicago, and he re- 
appeared on Wednesday at the lowa 
Democratic Convention at Davenport, 
where he made a speech. Theevidence of 
Mr. DooLiTTLe’s venality and corruption, 
like that of Mr. BLAINE’s, is in his own 
handwriting. It cannot be suppressed or 
explained away, and the Democratic Party 
of the State of Iowa shames and disgraces 
itself in permitting such a person to ad- 
dress its convention. 





King HvuMBErT’s benefactions to the 
sufferers by cholera in Italy may increase 
the popularity of that monarch much 
more than would the enforcement of a 
rigid system of sanitation. The latter, 
however, would be much more to the 
purpose. If the ‘‘ three Cabinet Minis- 
ters” who are reported to be distributing 
the royal alms in,‘‘the worst quarters” of 
Naples were displaced by three sanitary 
experts the Neapolitans might cherish 
better hopes for their condition. One 
noteworthy result of the visitation of the 
pestilence and of the medizval devices em- 
ployed against it is likely to be a complete 
stoppage of pleasure travel. The amount 
of money annually brought into Italy 
from this source must be very large and 
must give employment to a considerable 
fraction of the population. The sudden 
shutting off of this supply will entail 
more suffering in many Italian cities than 
the more direct consequences of the 
cholera. 


The enterprising London purveyor 
of Chinese news has_ unostentatiously 
dropped his interesting tale about the 
massacre of all the French troops in Ton- 
quin. . To-day he substitutes for it a story 
about three Chinese armies, numbering 
altogether 65,000 men, who are converging 
upon Tonquin with the intention of finish- 
ing up such Frenchmen as have escaped 
his massacre. This story, and indeed all 
other stories from the same source, should 
be taken with the salt of unbelief. 
The real strength of the Chinese is not 
military, for it has been demonstrated oft- 
en enough , that their armies stand no 
chance with European regulars. They are 
unassailable,:away from the coast, be- 
cause of the: difficulty and enormous 
costliness of transporting troops from 
Europe in efficient numbers, and because 
of the dangers arising from*the climate. 
It hasnow been shown that their ports 
are even less defensible against a modern 
fleet than those of the United States. 
Their ports can be seized or blockaded, 
their coast ravaged,.and their commerce 
destroyed with little loss or risk to the as- 
sailant. Their real safeguard against the 
designs of the French is in the annoyance 
which this mode of warfare must_ inflict 
upon powerful neutrals. 








BUTLER.IN THE EAST AND THE 
WEST. 

The convention of the National Green- 
back-Labor Party in Massachusetts yes- 
terday was slimly attended and altogether 
tame. It gave no evidence of growth in 
the party, notwithstanding the fact that 
Gen. BUTLER has become its acknowledged 
leader, nor is there any "indication of a 
Butler party in that State outside of its 
ranks. The slender following which But- 
LER seems to have in his own State is one 
of : the surprises of . the canvass. . He 
succeeded in carrying some of. his 
original ~ Republican adherents . into 
the ._Democratic . Party,: but he seems 
to’ have left © them ~ there.” The 
“young Christian soldier,” W1mLiam A. 
Smmmons, who was such an ardent ad- 
mirer of BUTLER and such a useful worker 
for him that he accompanied him in his 
crusade as leader of the Democratic hosts 
against the Boston State House, has de- 
clared himself for CLEVELAND. Most of his 
Democratic lieutenants are working har- 
moniously in their own party, and the 
doughty old warrior appears to have been 
deserted in the house of his friends. It 
looks as though BUTLER would not make 
anything like the disturbance in Massa- 
chusetts that was expected, and it is 
even possible that his candidacy may not 
make that State absolutely sure for 
BLAINE. 

There is no indication at all that BUTLER 
has any strength in other New-England 
States beyond what has heretofore shown 
itself in the Greenback Party. There is 
hardly a perceptible trace of the Anti- 
Monopoly factor of the “‘ People’s Party” 
to be found there, and the workingmen 
refuse to be bamboozled by a man who 
has grown rich, not by serving them, but 
largely by serving great corporations. 
New-York was thought to be a field in 
which BUTLER might do mischief, but the 
workingmen are shy of him and the 
Greenbackers are about all he has to rely 
on. There is always a good deal of curi- 
osity to see and hear a man who makes 
so much noise in the world, and yet his 
great meeting of Saturday night dwindled 
to about eight hundred people gathering 
in the wake of the Greenback Conven- 
tion. In the East, where BUTLER was 
counted on to help Buatne by deluding 
workingmen into following his erratic 
lead, he seems after all to have little 
strength. The people have no consuming 
desire to throw away their votes or to put 
them where they will do the most harm. 

’ Butier is now making a tour in the 
Northwest,. and there he is addressing 
large meetings. ' This, too, may be in 
some measure due to curiosity, but there 
_is little doubt that he has a much larger 


following there than in the East, From 
this the Blaine managers can derive little 
satisfaction, for it is only another outlet 
through which the strength of thoir party 
is drained away. The Greenback and 
Anti-Monopoly movements in the North- 
western States have drawn their recruits 
largely from dissatisfied Republicans, 
who were averse to going over to 
their old enemies, but who are 
now making bargains with them in 
order to heip defeat the Republican 
Party. There is apt to be substantial 
justice in the outcome of popular move- 
ments. BUTLER’s candidacy has been 
aided and encouraged by the Blaine man- 
agers in the hope that it would draw 
strength from the Democrats in States 
that were reckoned doubtful. It is show- 
ing very little strength in those States, but 
it is exhibiting most vitality in States 
where it draws chiefly from the other side, 
and it is reducing them to a condition of 
uncertainty. Messrs. ELKINS, CHANDLER, 
and ROBESON must begin to realize that 
they have assisted in hurling a boomerang 
without being able to calculate where it 
would strike. 


SECRETARY FOLGER’S DEATH. 


The assurances that have been given of 
Secretary FOLGER’s chances of recovery 
lend something of a shock to the sudden 
close of his career. That career has not 
been brilliant, but it has been, as a whole, 
highly honorable and useful. When a 
member of the State Senate he was easily 
the leader of the Republican side, and did 
most excellent service, especially in fram- 
ing laws for the benefit of this city. He 
earned the hatred and the fear of the 
Tweed Ring by his vigorous and cour- 
ageous onslaughts upon its vicious 
schemes. Mr. Fotcrer did not car- 
ry to the Bench the highest er- 
der of judicial ability. He had not a very 
broad or firm grasp upon underlying prin- 
ciples, but he had the faculty of patient 
investigation and the careful weighing of 
considerations presented before the court, 
and was absolutely faithful to his sense of 
duty and reponsibility. 

The long exercise of the judicial habit 
which he formed on the Bench rather 
unfitted him for the administrative duties 
of a great executive department. He de- 
voted himself assiduously to the details 
of business, but was apt to lose sight of 
the wider requirements of organizing and 
directing the forces at hiscommand. His 
capacity for dealing with broad financial 
questions was never put to any severe 
test during his incumbency in the Treas- 
ury Department. His taste for politics 
led him to leave‘ the Bench at 
a time when he was best fitted 
by experience for its duties, and induced 
him to enter the canvass in this State two 
years ago under circumstances that were 
peculiarly unfortunate for him. The 
overwhelming defeat, which was in no 
sense due to distrust of his capacity or his 
fidelity, must have been a severe blow to 
his sensibilities. Taken in connection with 
his close application to the routine duties 
of his office, it doubtless had much to do, 
with the broken state of health under 
which he has recently struggled. By his 
personal character Mr. FOLGER won uni- 
versal respect and esteem, and his death 
will be sincerely regretted. 





THE PEOPLE VS. THE ALDERMEN. 

Although as a rule a meeting of respect- 
able citizens of New-York is an event of 
no interest whatever to the mémbers of 
its municipal legislature, even the Alder- 
men must feel some concern in sucha 
meeting as that which was held last even- 
ing in Chickering Hall. The objects of 
the meeting were to express the public 
indignation at the action of the Aldermen 
and to take measures to prevent the re- 
currence of like outrages. The first ob- 
ject was thoroughly accomplished. The 
Aldermen may learn with accuracy from 
the resolutions adopted at the meeting 
what is thought of them by decent citi- 
zens, whose opinions it may be useful to 
them to know and whose opinions they 
have few means of knowing. 

As much was done as could fairly be 
expected toward the attainment of the 
second object in the resolution providing 
for the appointment of a ‘‘ City Franchise 
Committee.” Such a committee, if selected 
with more judgment than Mr. Epson has 
sometimes brought to the work of appoint- 
ing men to guard the interests of the city, 
may do much good in warning the public 
when there is danger that the Aldermen 
may intercept the price of franchises 
which belongs to the city. It should 
not be forgotten, however, that the ap- 
pointment in behalf of the people of un- 
official persons to watch the conduct of 
the officials elected and paid to do what 
the volunteers are expected to do for 
nothing is not a trustworthy procedure. 
It is a reflection upon the people of New- 
York that the appointment should be- 
come necessary. It is by reason of the in- 
attention of decent citizens to their mu- 
nicipal affairs that men capable of so 
gross a betrayal of their trust have been 
chosen Aldermen—for nobody will 
pretend that the voters of the city 
would spontaneously choose such men, 
to the number of nineteen in a 
board of twenty-four, if they had 
taken the pains to investigate the charac- 
ter of the men beforehand. If it be im- 
possible to secure the attention of busy 
men to the qualifications of minor local 
officers—and experience indicates that it 
is—then the alternative remedy is ob- 
vious. The Board of Aldermen must be 
deprived of the opportunities which it 
habitually prostitutes. The people have in 
self-defense been forced to take away one 
after the other of the powers of which the 
Aldermen have made a uniformly bad 
use. One of the most useful acts 
of the last Legislature was the act 
taking away from them the power 
of blackmailing the Mayor by refusing to 
confirm his appointments. It seemed 
then that scarcely any substantial power 
was left to the Board of Aldermen. But 
the power of giving away franchises re- 
mained to them. The use they have made 
,of it shows that this also should be taken 
‘from them. When that is done it will be 
evident that when the board ceases to be 
a costly nuisance it becomes a costly nul- 





lity. and there will be nothing left but to || 


functions upon officers the mode of whose 
election gives some guarantee that they 
are sensitive to the opinions of their re- 
spectable fellow-citizens. 

The speeches last night were upon the 
whole less to the point than the resolu- 
tions. Mayor Epson, who is frequently 
unfortunate upon such occasions, made 
the mistake of assuming that indignation 
at the breach of trust committed by the 
Aldermen involved opposition to a rail- 
road in Broadway. The two states of 
mind have no necessary relation to each 
other. A man may desire to see the Alder- 
men punished for betraying their trust 
and giving away the property of the city, 
while he may also hold that the view 
taken by the Mayor of the sanctity of 
Broadway is obsolete and superstitious, 
and be entirely willing to have a 
railroad built through that thoroughfare, 
provided the interests of the city are 
properly guarded, Neither was the May- 
or’s allusion to the new aqueduct and the 
system of parks beyond the Harlem rel- 
evant—if it was to those works that 
he referred—to the objects of the 
meeting. A sympathizer with those ob- 
jects may believe that the new aqueduct 
is or that it is not an unnecessarily costly 
means of effecting its purpose, that the 
project for the new parks is wasteful and 
premature or that it is economical and 
provident. Neither of these questions has 
anything to do with the plain proposition 
that the Aldermen ought to be denounced 
and punished for swindling the city out of 
a million dollars and prevented from per- 
petrating similar swindles hereafter. 


BADLY FRIGHTENED. 


Yesterday the Tribune gained courage 
to speak of the Vermont election. It con- 
ceded that thtre was not much zeal for the 
Blaine cause displayed by the Vermont 
Republicans who staid away from the 
polls on Tuesday last, and it explained 
that this was due to Senator EpMunNDs, 
who “never makes any effort to kindle 
the zeal of others.” ‘‘ A leader of differ- 
ent qualities,’ remarks the Tribune 
mournfully, ‘‘might have aroused this 
zeal,” but as it was, the zeal of the 
Vermonters was not aroused and the 
Republican vote was decreased to 
an alarming extent. However, the Trib- 
une succeeds in arousing its own zeal 
sufficiently to claim that the result of the 
Vermont election was ‘all that the 
Republicans have expected.” Itis a pity 
that the Tribune did not publish before 
the election its expectation of a large 
decrease in the Republican vote. No signs 
of any such expectation were given, and 
the Tribune's readers were led to suppose 
that the Vermont election would be a 
glorious Republican victory. 

Our esteemed contemporary does not, 
however, intend to be disappointed when 
the news from the Maine election comes 
in. Onthe 25thof August last the Tribune 
was full of confidence, and prophesied 
that the Republican majority would be 
greater than the ‘‘ 8,800 given two years 
ago.”” Now that it has heard the news 
from Vermont the Tribune has suddenly 
discovered that the vote to be given next 
week ought not to be compared with the 
vote given two years ago. ‘‘ The only 
comparison that can be _ honestly 
made is with the last Fall vote prior 
to the. Presidential election of 1880.” 
That was the year when the Republican 
State ticket was defeated. The Tribune 
no longer expects a majority greater than 
the *‘ 8,800 given two years ago.” All it 
expects is that the Maine Republicans will 
do better than they did in 1880, when 
they were beaten, and it plaintively ex- 
claims ‘‘that any Republican majority 
will show a gain of strength” in compar- 
ison with the Republican defeat in 1880. 

This is a painful change from the confi- 
dence displayed on Aug. 25, and it shows 
that the meaning of the Vermont election 
has penetrated into the Tribune office. 
It might be remarked that the Tribune is 
characteristically disingenuous in claim- 
ing that the vote in Maine at the coming 
State election can be honestly compared 
only with that of 1880. In that year the 
State was carried by a very small ma- 
jority by a fusion of the Democratic and 
Greenback Parties. The Greenback Par- 
ty in Maine, which was then a large and 
active organization, has practically ceased 
to exist, and the state of things is, therefore, 
entirely unlike what it was four years 
ago. Were the Greenbackers as strong 
now as they were then, and were they to 
unite with the Democrats, the fusion ma- 
jority would undoubtedly be larger than 
it wasin 1880. As it is, no one—unless it 
may be the terrified Tribune—expects that 
the Maine Republicans will be beaten, and 
Mr. BLAINE will not thank his hysterical 
organ for its claim that ‘‘any Republican 
majority,” however small, will show. a 
gain of strength. 

The simple fact is that after reading the 
Vermont returns the Tribune is terribly 
afraid that Maine will give a Republican 
majority smaller than that given two 
years ago. If this should happen in Mr. 
BLAINE’S own State, where every effort 
has been made to secure a full Republican 
vote, and where the opposition has made 
no special effort, it will explode at once 
and forever the pretense that Mr. BLAINE 
can possibly be elected in November. 


AN ADMIRABLE PLAN. 

A letter written some days ago by Com- 
mander GORRINGE in regard to ships’ lights 
deserves to be brought to the attention of 
all those who have any share in making 
rules to secure the safety of vessels. Cont- 
mander GORRINGE shows that not only 
are the red and green side lights now car- 
ried by vessels frequently mistaken one 
for another, even by men who are not 
color blind, but that the position in which 
they are placed is such that in certain cir- 
cumstances it is possible for a vessel to 
alter her course sixty degrees without giv- 
ing any indication of the alteration by the 
appearance of her lights. Inother words, 
the present system of lights is miserably 
defective, as is shown by the fact that it 
has failed in hundreds of instances to pre- 
vent collisions at sea. 

In the place of the red and green side 
lights Commander GoORRINGE proposes 
that every vessel shall carry four range 
lights. Two of these should be placed for- 


one should be a white light and the 
other a red light, the latter to be placed 
somewhat higher than the other and 
some distance aft of it. The after lights 
should be arranged in a similar manner, 
except that the red light should be lower 
than the white light. This arrangement 
would render it possible to ascertain 
from the appearance of a vessel’s lights 
the course steered by her and the direction 
and amount of the slightest deviation 
from that’course. It would also enable a 
steamer to avoid running directly into 
the stern of a slower vessel where both 
are steering the same course and no one 
on board the slower vessel has the fore- 
thought or opportunity to display a 
‘* flare,” 

Of the vast superiority of this plan of 
arranging lights over that now in use 
there can be no question. The only possi- 
ble objection to it is the fact that most 
persons who are to any extent color 
blind are unable to see the red ray. 
Were a blue light to be substituted for the 
red light and were range lights to take 
the place of side lights, nothing except 
the grossest stupidity could bring about a 
collision between two vessels on a clear 
night. 


People who came home from the coun- 
try at the beginning of the week must have 
been considerably disgusted yesterday to find 
that they had returned just in time to encounter 
almost the hottest and perhaps quite the most 
oppressive day of the season. Meteorology is 
not yet so much of a science that a reasonably 
exact forecast can be made of the weather for 
any particular month. But it seems to be true 
that the general average of temperature through 
the season is almost accurately uniform. If 
there is a mild December there will be a 
cold February, and if we miss the hot 
weather in June and early July, it 
will probably be made up to us in 
late August and September. It seems clear, too, 
that there isa gradual change of climate going 
on, as witness the familiar tact that the *‘ Sep- 
tember gales” of the generation before last have 
now been postponed to November. The present 
“heated term,” if it turns out to be a term, will 
be hailed as a vindication of their owniwisdom by 
the rusticators who conform their movements 
to the weather and not to the almanac, and by 
those keepers of Summer hotels who have de- 
termined to keep their resorts available until the 


1st of October.

000. It bequeaths $13,000 to erect and keep in 
order a memorial fountain in Fairmount Park, 
Philadelphia; $2,000 to the Pennsylvania Hospi- 
tal for the Insane, $2,000 to Jefferson College 
Hospital, $2,000 to the Female Benevolent Soci- 
ety, of Philadelphia, and $2,000 to the Mount 
Sinai Hospital, of this city. 


The mean temperature for August at the 
summit of Mount Washington, New-Hampshire, 
was 47.7°, which, the observers say, is a fair aver- 
age of the month’s record during the 14 years in 
which the observations have been made. The 
highest temperature, 65°, was onthe 19th; the 
lowest, 21.6°, on the 25th; monthly range, 43.4°;

FACTS FROMTHE OLD WORLD. 


In a rock that is washed by the sea near 
Boulogne, a grotto from 8 to 10 métres high has 
been discovered. Human bones have been 
found in it, as well as ancient earthenware 
marked with allegorical figures, and coins which 
are believed to have been struck by the early 
Gauls. 


For the proposed restoration of St.

BIJOU OPERA HOUSE. 

The new burlesque of ‘“‘ Adonis,’’ which 
was represented at the Bijou Opera House last 
evening, defies description as well as criticism. 
Its incidents are indeed bound together by a 
plot, which, being narrated upon the playbill, 
may be detected as it appears and disappears 
among songs, dances, and pantomimic per- 
formances that have as _ little to do 
with it as the man in. the moon. But 
whatever merit the entertainment possesses is 
unquestionably derived from everything in the 
piece except its story. This, for the edification 
of the curious reader, may be briefly referred to 
as bearing some resemblance’ to the tale of 
Pygmalion and Galatea. Talamea, a sculptress, 
has fashioned a statue of Adonis for the Duchess 


of Area, and becomes enamored of her work. 
The goddess Artea breathes life into the marble 
and leaves Adonis free to choose his love. He 
evinces a preference for Kosetta, a village 
beauty. This leads the Duchess and other 
mortals to persecute him, and finally, to end his 
woes, Adonis gladly consents to be changed once 
more into stone. A poet might develop this 
pretty fable into a charming two-act play, 
after the fashion of Mr. Gilbert’s early 
burlettas. Mr. Gill, unluckily, is not a poet, 
noris be a dramatist, in the strict sense of the 
word. He is, however, a master of the business 
of the stage, and when his ideas gave out, Mr. 
Henry E. Dixey came to the rescue and lit- 
erally crammed the piece with irrelevant but 
laughable and effective performances. In 
its present shape “Adonis” is simply a 
frame for songs that savor strongly of the 
variety halls, for choruses culled from every 
conceivable opera bouffe, for Amazonian pro- 
cessions of females in glittering armor, for dry 
and somewhat slangy repartee, and for terpsich- 
orean achievements that leave one in doubt 
as to the material of which the dancers are 
made. The spectators kept in their seats 
for three full hours last evening, and their 
laughter was loud and frequent. Mr. Dixey car- 
ried off, of course, the honors of the representa- 
tion. This young comedian would be compara- 
tively ill at ease in anything like legitimate 
comedy, but-in what Mr. Gill, the author of 
** Adonis,”’ calls a ** perversion af common sense” 
he is quite inimitable. His bmor is dry, his 
speech rapid, his skill at grimace decided, and his 
control over his nether limbs little short of mar- 
velous. His happiest achievement last night was 
an imitation of Mr. Irving, and although the 
house was in an uproar from the time he 
appeared until he made his final exit, his exag- 
geration of Mr. Irving’s mannerisms was so slight 
that thoughtful people must have wondered 
why the English actor should be taken so seri- 
ously when his alter ego proved so mirth provok- 
ing. Mr. Dixey’s recitations and quick changes 
also told well. His patter song was capitally 
given, although it was not  redemand- 
ed, and his ballet dancing -and _§saitatorial 
efforts generally won hearty applause. The 
three or four principal characters in ‘** Adonis” 
were all assigned to competent people,and Mr. 
Herbert Gresham, Mr. George Howard, and Miss 
Jennie Reiffarth made the most of their parts. 
The singing of Misses Lilhe Grubb and 
Carrie Godfrey was passable, but the 
choruses went nicely, and it was clear 
that the whole piece had been admirably 
rehearsed. Both the eye and the ear are ap- 
pealed to by familiar devices in ** Adonis,” but 
successfully, if the impression of the initial 
representation of the burlesque is any criterion.

“ YANKEE” ROBINSON DEAD. 
CuicaGco, Sept. 4.—‘* Yankee’? Robinson, 
the well-known showman, died at New-Jeffer- 
son, lowa, at4 o’clock this afternoon. He was 
66 years of age, and had devoted nearly 50 years 
of his life to the show business. His name was 


Fayette Lodawick Robinson, but few knew him 
by any other than ** Yankee.” He was a lineal 
descendant of Dr. Robinson, the eminent divine 
who came to this country with the Pil- 
grims in the Maytiower. Robinson was born in 
Livingston County, N. Y., May 2, 1818, and com- 
menced his career with the old Sickles show in 
1835. After two years he removed to Medina, 
Mich., where he built a shop and carried on the 
business of a shoemaker. In 1838 he returned 
bome and was married. His married life was of 
short duration, however, as his wife died 
two months iater. In 1859 he removed 
to St. Louis, where he made his first 
and only appearance in a _ tragedy. 
He plaved the part of Radcliffe in “ Richard 
IIT.,” under the management of Marmon Adams, 
in a hall at the corner ef Third and Pine streets. 
During the Winter of 1847 he gave up the life of 
ashowman for atime and taught dancing in 
Hannibal, Ohio. ‘This evidently did not suit his 
tastes, and shortly afterward he opened anew 
show in Eaton, Ohio. He afterward built a tent 
and started what was known as the Robinson 
Athenzeum, playing the “Drunkard” and iike 
pieces, and as each tent wore out its successor 
would be much larger, until finally he had one 
built of very large dimensions. Finaliy, at In- 
dianapolis, he started a traveling circus, with 
which he was very successful, and gained a rep- 
utation second on Ay Barnum. He was a prom- 
inent Mason, and the members of that fraternity 
at New-Jefferson have taken charge of his re-

NO FUSION IN ILLINOIS. 


BUTLER’S SCHEME TO HOLD A BALANCE 0} 
POWER IN THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 
CurcaGco, Sept. 4.—Gen. Ben Butler re 

ceived the State Committec of the People’s 

Party in his parlors at the Palmer House'this 

morning. Col. Plympton was with the General 

when the committee, headed by Chairman 

Waters, arrived, and the man from Massachu- 

setts directed that all of the doors and win- 

dows should be carefully guarded during 


the conference. It was 10 o’clock when 
the secret session was brought to a 
close. The conference resuited in the 
postponement of the talk of a fusion with the 
Democrats by the wish of Butler himself. His 
reasons for desiring a postponement were given 
to the committee, and were thoroughly satisfac- 
tory. “acy were that, while he was in favor of 
fusion in certain States, he thought there was no 
certainty as to whom a coalition in Illinois 
would konefit. The General said he did 
not think it would help him, as, trom 
the way things looked now, he did 
not bel.:.e there was the slightest show 
for the defeat of the Republicans in Illinois, For 
the committee, Ckairman Waters said he thought 
that unless a fusion was madein Ohio, in Missou- 
ri,and in New-..ork with the Republicans, a 
successful coalition with the Democrats in Iowa, 
Michigan, and Illinois would give Cleveland a 
safe majority in the Electoral "College. He said 
he believed it was the General’s idea. to 
have the college a tie between Blaine 
and Cleveland, in order that his balance 
of power might be effective. Butler did not 
rt the committee in possession of any details of 

is scheme, saying in reply simply that it was his 
opinion that this matter of Tiinois could wait 
fora while. If they formed a fusion within two 
weeks of the election that would be time enough, 
and he suggested that the committee go on with 
the State organization as though no fusion was 
contemplafed, as that plan would suit 
his ideas. Chairman Waters said it should 
be so, as the committee had come there 
to receive his orders, and fully prepared 
to obey them. So it was decided thatthe matter 
should remain ir abeyance to suit Butler’s con- 
venience. One of the committee stated after the 
conference that Gen. Butler would be satisfied 
as well with but one Electoral vote as forty if 
there could only beatie between Blaine and 
Cleveland in the college. The fusions already 
made would give Cleveland 200 votes, and now 
the General would endeavor to effect other 
fusions that would assure Blaine the same num- 
ber. Butler refused to say a word to newspaper 
men, and at 11:30 this morning he left for Mil- 
waukee and Minneapolis. 

Chairman Oberly, of the Democratic State 
Central Committee, sent in his card to the Gen. 
eral during the conterence, but no attention was 
paid to it, and the leader of the Democratic 
would-be fusionists was very much put out, 
He said when he heard the result of the confer. 
ence that the Democrats wanted to effect a 
fusion, but they would not wait on the Butler 


men.

REFORM IN GEORGIA. 


THE PUBLICATION OF A WOODCUT CAUSES 
GREAT EXCITEMENT. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 4.—Considerable ex 
citemement has prevailed here for a day or two 
among the friends of Mr. Eugene Robinson, who 
was lately killed by Fred White. The cause of 
the excitement was a lengthy article and a cut 
printed in the Temperance Advocate of this city, 
which is just out. The article is a severe criti- 
cism upon the municipal authorities who license 


barrooms, and charges that the city, for $300, 
legalizes murder pens and gives men the liberty 
to manufacture murderers. The paper calls loud- 
ly for the church to rise and denounce the evil of 
liquor selling, to expel the drunkard, the saloon- 
ist, and the man who rents a building for a 
saloon. 

It was not the artic!e so muchas the cut that 
gave offense to the friends of Mr. Robinson. The, 
cut represents a saloon, in front of which a 
ragged and besotted-looking young man in a 
drunken sleep is piled among barrels and boxes, 
His smashed beaver lies by his side, and upon 
the wall of the saloon isa sign, ‘* Specimen of 
the work done inside.” Beneath the cut are the 
words, ** Poor Eugene Robinson, their last vic- 
tim.” With people who knew Mr. Robinson 
and who had seen the cut befere its pub- 
lication, it roduced only a_ smile}? as it 
was impossible for one to imagine that Mr. 
Robinson had ever been in such situation. Many 
of his friends, however, felt that the cut was in- 
tended as a cartoon and took it as an insnit 
offered to the dead.

CITIZENS PROTEST 


———_—_>__—_ 
THE ALDERMEN DENOUNCED .AT 
A PUBLIC MEETING. 
SPEECHES BY MAYOR EDSON AND OTHERS 
AND A CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE ON FRAN- 
CHISES TO BE APPOINTED. 

In spite of the oppressive heat and the 
fact that the only ventilation in Chickering Hall 
was that of the city government's corruptfon, 
there was a large assembly present there last 
evening at the mass meeting called to protest 
against the action of the Aldermen in granting 
the Broadway Surface Railroad permission to 
build a street railway in Broadway. Early in 
the evening a very few persons were scattered 
about the hall, but before the meeting was called 
to order there was a goodly number present to 
show that the feeling against the action of 
the so-called City Fathers was earnest. Among 
the gentlemen on the stage were Mayor Edson 
and his son, Dr. Cyrus Edson; Dr. John T. Nagle, 
Registrar of Vital Statistics; the Hon. L. E. Chit- 
tenden, the Hon. John G. Boyd, School Commis- 
sioner Wood, Louis Herlich, A. M. Kellogg. John 
Morris, Deputy Coroner Messemer, and David H. 
Knapp. Most of the seats in the body of the 
bouse were occupied, and many gentlemen stood 
around the doors and applauded vigorously. <Al- 
derman James Pearson sat in the parquet circle, 
and Alderman Miller, who came in late, found a 
seat by his side. Aldermen Reilly and McQuade 
were also present. Deputy Controller Storrs sat 
near by and Henry Bergh strolled around back 


of the seats. David H. Knapp called the meeting 
to order. 

Mayor Edson was selected as Chairman. In 
opening the meeting the Mayor said that the 
schemes of city improvement now on foot, some 
of them properly passed, some of them com- 
manded by the Legislature, in defiance of all 
ee of home rule, would add in the next 

0 years $10,000,000 to the public debt. “* I accept 
this meeting,” said the Mayor, “asa fitting op- 

ortunity for the expression of my own Views. 

am opposed to any kind of a railway in Broad- 
way. [Applause.] It is the only street left open 
to vehicle travel, and is the only one open con- 
tinuously from Fourteenth-street to the Battery. 
It should be preserved. There should be one 
street in the centre of the city left free. [Ap- 
plause.] This can be done now. If Broadway is 
surrendered now it cannot be done afterward. 
We can certainly wait a few weeks till our citi- 
zens can be heard. I object to any course b 
which the will of the majority shall be thwarted. 
If the majority wanted a railroad in Broadway 
then there should beone. The conditions of the 
franchise should be imposed, and then it should 
be put up atauction. [Applause.] The condi- 
tions must be arranged before, not afterward." 

The Mayor then introduced the Hon. L. BE. 
Chittenden, who read the resolutions to be adovt- 
ed by the meeting. The preamble arraigned the 
Aldermen for giving the franchise “ without 
consideration or reservation,” when they knew 
that $1,000,000 had been offered for it. The Al- 
dermen, said the preamble, bad * lent a willing 
co-operation toa scheme and combination be- 
tween the proprietors of an injunction suit and 
the Broadway Surface Raiiroad Company, to 
dissolve an injunction and hold a secret neeting, 
and, without notice to their associates, or to the 
Mayor, Controller, or Counsel to the Corpora- 
tion.” It was further declared that there were 
rumors of bribery and corruption in the matter, 
and it was therefore resolved as to the acts of 18 
Aldermen who passed the resolution, as well as 
Mr. McLoughlin, who approved of it: 

That they have reached a magnitude where they 
shall be no longer tolerated; that they have proved 
false to their trusts, betrayed the interests of their 
constituents, and shown that they cannot be trusted 
with portable property belonging to the city; that the 
future election of any one of themto a position of 
profit or honor would be dangerous to the public inter- 
ests and a stain upon the character of New-York City; 
and they should regard themselves as fortunate if per- 
mitted to pass into obscurity in company with the sur- 
viving remnants of the Tweed Ring. 

That a “committee of fifty citizens and taxpayers 
be named by the Mayor and Chairman of this meeting, 
to be known as * The City Franchise Committee,’ which 
committee may add to their own number, and shall be 
charged with the duties of protecting the franchises of 
the city; securing their value to the City ‘'reasury 
when sold; of bringing to justice the unfaithful officers 
who have attempted or shall attempt to give these 
franchises away; of breaking up the existing scheme to 
capture the franchise for a Broadway railroad, and 
generally of assisting the Mayor in all practicable ways 
to protect and defend city property; and we hereby 
pledge to that committee our earnest and active sup- 
port until their labors are crowned with success.” 

Mayor Edson was also thanked for his action 
by the resolutions, which were received with 
loud and long-continued applause. é 

Mr. Chittenden, after reading the resolutions, 
said that they were severe and pointed. Did the 
Aldermen deserve them? The speaker then told 
in detail the whole proceedings of the Aldermen, 
and madesome severe comments on the Lyddy 
injunction. “This performance,” he said, 
* can’t stand the test of judicial proceedings. 
The Board of Aldermen,” said the speaker, 
** have been saying ‘we didn’t know anything 
had been offered for this franchise.’ [Laughter. | 
Well, I know the ignorance of that board is 
great, [laughter,] but I didn’t know it was so 
great. Two years ago Gov. Cornell vetoed a bill 
similar to this General Railroad bill because he 
said that it was not safe to intrust a railroad 
franchise to the Board of Aldermen of New- 
York.”” [Applause.] 

Edward M. Knox offered a resolution to the 
effect that no member of the committee should 
seek public oftice while serving on it. Ex-Sen- 
ator Boyd offered one approving the course 
of Alderman Grant, and a gentleman in the 
audience offered another commendatory of the 
efforts of Mr. Knox to defend the rights of 
the taxpayers. These resolutions being added to 
those read by Mr. Chittenden, all were adopted 
unanimously. 

Lawson N. Fuller followed. He began by say- 
ing that there was one excellent Alderman, and 
he thanked the Lord he came from his district. 
Several years ago he (Fuller) chareed Thomas H. 
Field with stealing half a million dollars, and he 
told Mr. Field that he proposed to get the 
money back unless Field got away to 
Canada. “And what do you think, gen- 
tiemen?’’ asked Mr. Fuller. “He _ got 
away to Canada, as these gentiemen may do. 
Whether we have a railroad on Broadway or 
not,” he continued, ** the taxpayers should de- 
cide the question. No matter what price is of- 
fered, the property owners should insist on the 
very best road which can be built and one which 
will carry a man from the Battery to King’s 
Bridge for 5 cents.” [Applause.] Mr. Fuller 
told howa protest was sent to Mayor Tiemann 
ggainst such a scheme as the present one, and 
Mayor Tiemann vetoeu it. But the board hadn’t 
the audacity to pass it over his veto. Thirty 
years hence over'1,000,000,000 people would ride on 
the railroads of this city. ‘These people,” said 
Mr. Fuller, “ propose what? To carry a 
man from the Battery to Fifty-ninth- 
street in wretched horse cars dragged by 
broken-down, spavined, knock-kneed horses tor 
5 cents. I’m getting old. What do they pro- 
pose to do with me when I get to Fifty-ninth- 
street? Make me walk to One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth-street or go over and pay 10 cents to 
the elevated railroads? I love New-York. 1 ad- 
mire its streets and its parks and its enterprise, 
everything but that accursed Board of Alder- 
men. [Applause.] They have been the thorn in 
the city’s side for many years. They ought to 
be wiped out of existence, and they will 
be. ([(Applause.] If these men are as ig- 
norant as they claim to be ~ ought 
not only to be portrayed in the illustrated 
papers but to have coliars around their necks 
with $25,000 on each. The only way to free our- 
selves from the shackles which the Board of 
Aldermen have put on us is to break the board. 
{Applause and cheers.] If you people would 
rise up and do your duty, inside of a week balf 
the members of the board would be in Canada 
and the other half in jail. These fellows have got 
to climb. Wouldn’ yen like to see those 21 
Aldermen climb? [Cries of *‘ Yes! Yes!’ and 
applause.) Weare going to make these gentle- 
men repent and confess, or step down and out, 
whicb would be better yet.” 

Mayor Edson said he would announce the Com- 
mittee of Fifty through the press, and intro- 
duced as the next speaker ex-Senator Boyd. 
** New-York,” said Mr. Boyd, “is oneof the most 
heavily-taxed cities in the world. It costs you 
torun the City Government $32,000,000 a year. 
You are going to have $75,000,000 more added, in- 
creasing the taxes proportionately. This burden 
of taxation rests upon every citizen, but it falls 
heaviest upon the wage worker. It is the duty 
of every citizen to know what becomes of bis 
money. It is his duty to send honest serv- 
ants to represent him in the local legisla- 
ture and to punish them if they steal his money.” 
Mr. Boyd then recited the steps taken to call 
the meeting of Saturday last, which he charac- 
terized as “almost clandestine.” “I believe,” 
he said, “that that was a conspiracy to defraud 
you, the citizens of New-York. These 1s gen- 
tlemen are the men who sought your suffrages 
last Fall and agreed to serve you faithfully and 

rotect your interests. Did they do it? No. 
Mey knew they were giving away a franchise 
worth at Jeastj $1,000,000. I don’t think they were 
ignorant of the value of this franchise. ould 
wise men have done as they did? [A voicein the 
audience, * A fool wouldn’t.’] There seems to 
be an epidemic of this ignorance, It began with 
Grant & Ward; continued with Eno, and has 
made its appearance now in the Board of Alder- 
asen. [Applause.] You know the law. You 
know where your Aldermen bave placed them- 
selves. Probe this thing to the bottom. Re- 
member you wave an election coming. The 
Anti-Monovoly League, which some of you have 
thougbtilessly abused and ridiculed, has been try- 
ing for years to make you see these things which 
you are now sceing.” 

Schoo! Commissioner Schmidt then addressed 
the meeting, and calied attention to the fact 
that there was nothing in the grant of the fran- 
chise to prevent the railroad people from put- 
ting pobdtaii cars on the road. The Ma or then 
apologized for the absence of Mr. Coudert, and 
declared the meeting adjourned. 

Alderman McQuade said before the mecting 
adjourned: “It’s called an indignation mecting, 
but ple are going out because they are tired 
of this blathering talk.” , 

“Tt's a rerular cable railroad meeting,” said 
Alderman Pearson. “If the franchise had been 
for a cable palirond. He. Mayor would have 

signed it quick enough.” 

eT his 3 a bid for a cable railroad,” said 
Alderman Miller. ‘* You hear what Fuller says. 
Before our committee he said he was opposed to 
any road in Groadway. The cable ple want 
f2 miles of our streets. This is merely an exten- 
sion of the Fourth-Avenue Road. We didn't 
hear anything about buying the franchise until 


10 days after we first ted it. I was not at the 
meeting of the board Saturday. I suppose they 
would have sent for me if they bad wanted me.” 

“They onghs to pass a resolution thanking the 
Board of Aldermen for turning out to-night,” 
said Alderman O'Neil, ‘It wouldn’t nave n 
any meeting at all if we hadn’tcome. Not a 
soul would have been here except for us.”

HIS LIBERAL GIFTS TO A NEW SCHOONER 
BEARING HIS NAME. 

New-Haven, Conn., Sept. 4.—Prepara- 
tions are going forward here with rapidity for 
the immediate launching of the monster new 
and elegant three-mastea schooner John H. 
Tingue. She is intended for the merchant serv- 
ice,and is a handsome vessel named after Mr. 
Tingue, of Seymour, this State, the eccentric 
and wealthy plush manufacturer. Mr. Tingue 
hasa monopoly in the manufacture of plush, 
and has become rich by it. He was a 
poor boy when he began. Now be works 
hard to spend an income of $80,000 a 


year. Heis very generous. He it was who set 
the women of the country at work collecting 
old shank buttons, no two to be alike, and aft- 
er he had accumulated several hundred 
thousand of them from all narts of the country 
he presented them to the State of Connecticut 
in elegant cases. He has built up the pretty 
village of Seymour, and is well liked there. One 
of his latest exploits was the uniforming of the 
Seymour Brass Band in red plush from helmets 
to over-gaiters from his factory. 

The peculiarity that created much talk about 
the launch of the schooner John H. Tingue is 
the style of regal magnificence in which Mr. 
Tingue has fitted up her cabins in consequence 
of her having been named forhim. He has ex- 
pended thousands of dollars in the work, and her 
accommodations are so far from the plain and 
usual style as to rival the fittings of the finest 
yacht. Capt. J. M. Seaman, her commander, a 
jolly old sea dog, walks about in the luxuri- 
ous cabins as awkwardly as a man in a 
milliner’s store. The inzgue cost $36,000. 
The cabins contain large fore and after 
saloons, Captain and mate’s room, three 
spare rooms, closets, bathroom, pantry, and 
storerooms. Mr. Tingue covered the thresholds 
of the doors with polished copper, took up the 
Brussels carpet in the after cabin, and put down 
a gem in olive velvet,and haa an elegant raw 
silk parlor suit put in the room. The velvet 
backs of some of the chairs are worked with 
figures of the heads of Angora goats, which Mr. 
Tingue was the first to import, and the wool of 
which he usesin his plush. One chairback has 
John H. Starin’s Glen Island worked in it. 
Mr. Starin is a warm friend of Mr. Tingue. 
The Captain’s fine stateroom is bung with rich, 
heavy, raw silk curtains, on massive brass rods. 
All of the rooms are finished in fine wood. The 

vantry is supplied with beautiful wine sets of 
Jresden glass and china ware. The whole ex- 
ceeds in elegance anything ever seen on a vessel 
in this harbor. Mr. Tingue has given the shipa 
full set of colors and aset of international code 
signa) flags, all of the finest make. 

More than 500 invitations, printed on crocodile 
paper, have been issued for the launching, which 
will occur next$Saturday noon. A regal banquet 
will be served by a New-York caterer and the 
Tingue Brass Band will be aboard. Miss Maud E. 
Seaman, the pretty daughter of the Captain will 
crack the champagne bottle over the bow and 
will christen the John H. Tingue as she strikes 
the water.

NEW GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPH RATES. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—The Postmaster- 
General to-day, acting under the provisions 
of the act of July 24, 1866. which requires the 
Postmaster-General annually to {x the rates to 
be paid for Government telegraphing, issued an 
order fixing the rates for the remainder of the 
current fiscal year as follows: For day messages 
of not exceeding 20 words, exclusive of the 
date. 20 cents for all distances within 


1,000 miles, with an additional charge of 
5 cents itor every aaditional 250 miles 
or fraction thereof, but for no istance 
is the rate to exceed 50 cents. For night*mes- 
sages of not exceeding 20 words, exclusive of 
date, 15 cents for all distances below 2,000 miles, 
and for greater distances 25 cents. For both day 
and night messages an addition of one-fifth the 
rate is to be made for every five words or frac- 
tion thereof in excess of 20 words. For cipher 
messages, known as Signal Service weather 
reports, vbe rate shall not exceed 3 cents 
per word sent over each circuit as now 
or hereafter established by the Chief 
Signal Service Officer of the Army, 
and all such messages are to be dropped at such 
intermediate points as may be designated with- 
out extra charge. It is further provided that in 
no case shall the Government be charged higher 
rates than the public is charged for the same 
service. The rates paid tor Government tele- 
graphing have heretofore been reduced several 
times, but the reduction ordered to-day is the 
greatest made in any one year or series of years. 
The rates promulyated to-day are those reported 
by the Senate Committee on Post Offices and 
Post Roads last Winter in their Postal Tele- 
graph bill. 
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CANADA AND SPANISH COLONIES. 
Orrawa, Ontario, Sept. 4.—His Excellen- 
cy. Don Arturo de Marcoartun, a distinguished 
Spanish diplomat who has been attending the 
meetings of the British Association, says, in re- 
gard to the question of a reciprocal treaty be- 
tween Canada and the Spanish-American Colo- 
nies, that Cortes has this year given to the Span- 


ish Government power to negotiate a commer- 
cial treaty in the interest of Cuba and Porto 
Rico. The present moment is opportune for 
Canada to resume negotiations. The last commu- 
nication made by the Dominion Government was 
in March, 1883, the answer of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment being to the effect that they woul wait 
till a revision of the customs tariff of Cuba and 
Porto Rico had been effected before entering 
upon definite negotiations. Since his Excellen- 
cy left Madrid that revision has taken place, and 
difficulties in the way of a conclusion of the 
treaty have been removed. He urged, however, 
that the proposals must look to the inclusion of 
Spain under the operation of the treaty if it is to 
be concluded by reducing Canadian duties on 
Spanish wines and dried fruits.

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LORD ABERCROMBIE AGAIN.

GREETED ON HIS RETURN WITH A SUIT FOR 
DAMAGES BY HIS VALET. 

Walter Adams Mayhew, a handsome 
blonde Englishman, better known as Lord Aber- 
crombie, has turned up again. He reached the 
height of his fame when, after having pocketed 
some $5,000 by defeating Mr. Berry Wall’s high- 
bred pacer with a common cight-hundred-and- 
fifty-dollar horse, he complacently leaned back 
in the dining room of the Manhattan Beach 
Hotel while two women wrangled as to which 
should have temporary possession of his lord- 
ship. The hext day Lord Abercrombie was in- 
formed that his rooms bad been let to other per- 


sons for the remainder of the season, ion to 
be given immediately. He came to this city 
in the iast days of June, and was soon lost to 
sight like a scared tadpole in a mud-puddje. He 
Se ge with him the woman who was registered 
as his wife at the Manhattan Beach Hotel, his 
valet, and —— and three horses and a dog- 
cart. He moved into a luxuriously furnished 
flat at No. 145 West Sixteenth-street. In afew 
days the flat was closed, and for cgeditors noth- 
ing was left but the name * Mayhew’ on the 
plate of the door-bell. Under this some vandal 
scribbled * Lord Abercrombie.”” When this was 
scratched out with a penknife, or an attempt 
was made to that end. others in the house knew 
that Walter Adams Mayhew had returned. 

His first public appearance was before sua 
Brown, in the eA urt, as defendant in the 
suitof Charles Singer against Walter Adams 
Mayhew forjdamages on which an {attachment 
had been issued during his lordship’s absence 
against his horses and dog cart. 

“It’sa beastly fabwication,” murmured his 
lordship, as decision was reserved on a motion to 
dissolve the attachment. * It’s a perfectly beast- 
ly tabwication, the whole story. Now, old fel,” 
to his attorney, * jet’s go outand break a bottle.” 

Lord Abercrombie still affects the best brand 
of champagne, plenty of handsome women, and 
plenty of “sport.” But he is not as loud about 
itashe was. He doesn’t have as big roiis of 
crisp new greenbacks as when he first set dude- 
dom in a fiutter, and not being able to get at his 
horses his tandem team is not seen on the road 
at 3 o’clock in the morning as formerly. Instead 
ot posing as Lord Abercrombie, Walter Adams 
Mayhew is on the rack in a suit brought by his 
valet—still his valet, to all intents and purposés, 
it is claimed, though even when in actual service 
he receives no wages to speak of. 

Singer was a waiter at Deimonico’s, and there 
he first saw and served Mayhew. With the open- 
ing of the season he went to the Manhattan 
Beach Hotel. Singer was there and Abercrombie 
“Well, Chawles,” he said, ‘* You 
here, are you. You're just the man I want, 
Chawles.”’ With that Lord Abercrombie, as he 
preferred to be called, complained of the waiter 
who was serving him, and had Singer installed 
in his place. 

“In three or four days,” bewails Singer, ‘he 
said he wanted a valet to look after his clothes 
and attend him at the races, and asked if I 
wanted the place. I told himI wassure of $100 
or $125 amonth for four months. * Well,’ he 
says, *Chawles, I'll give you $100 a month wages, 
and $18 a week for board and expenses for four 
months. That’s as long as I'll stay in this 
bloody country.’” Forthwith Singer was sent 
up stairs and installed as his lordship’s first and, 
to date, only valet. 

**Do you know who I am?” was his lordship’s 
first question. 

“No,” said Singer hesitatingly. Then he re- 
covered himself, and remarkea inguiringly, 
“ Your lordsiip 7” 

* Yes,”’smiled Lord Abercrombie, complacent- 
ly.

Then Singer 
put his case in the hands of Sullivan & Cromwell, 
of No.3 Broad-street, and an attachment was 
issued against his jordship’s horses and a suit 
begun asking for damages. Abercrombie’s 
footman also began an action for damages. In 
the meantime the horses were eating their heads 
off atastable on Sixteenth-street, Abercrombie 
having disappeared without providing for their 
keeping. ;

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PLEURO-PNEUMONIA AMONG CATTLE. 

Ortawa, Sept. 4.—Dr. McEachran, Chief 
Inspector of the Canadian Cattle Quarantine, 
has reported to the Dominion Government that 
pleuro-pneumonia exists to such an extent 
among cattle in Illinois, Iowa, and other West- 
ern States that it will be necessary to entirely 
prohibit the importation of cattle from the 


United States into Northern Canada for breeding 
purposes. He also states that this fresh out- 
break of the disease will preclude the er 
ot American cattie being admitted to the Britis 
market on any condition. Hitherto Canadian 
ranchmen have been able to purchase cattle in 
Montana and Dakota and drive them across the 
lines into British territory, but this is now to be 
prohibited. McEachran states that diseased 
calves and heifers are brought to Montana from 
Ijlinois, lowa, and Missouri, and that unless a 
rigid system of quarantine is establishedall along 
the frontier pleuro-pneumonia wiil be intro- 
duced into Canada. Itis likely that the Domin- 
ion Government will take action upon his re- 
port at once, and notime will be lost in organ- 
izing a system of inspection. McEachran urges 
that an inspector be appointed for each trail to 
watch the importation of cattle. 
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THE ST. NICHOLAS SOCIETY. 

A meeting of the St. Nicholas Society 
was held last evening at the Hotel Brunswick. 
Two additional bylaws were proposed, one of 
which defines more clearly than has been hither- 
to expressed the mode of election of officers, and 


the other regulates the appointment of can- 
vassers and inspectors of elections. These by- 
laws are the result of a movement to give the 
minority an opportunity to elect their candi- 
dates, but apparently the object of the pro- 
posed amendments was misunderstood by some 
of the members present.

WARD BRISKLY. 
THE ISSUES IN THE BUCKEYE STATE— 
LIQUOR AND WOOL INTERESTS—ARE 


THE DEMOCRATS UNITED ? 

Crncrnnatr, Aug. 30.—The political situa- 
tion in Ohio at the present writing can scarcely 
be said to be intensely interesting. Although 
almost within a month of the October contest, 
the people are manifesting no burning enthu- 
siasm. The professional politicians are doing the 
customary campaign work, but apparently ina 
perfunctory way. The candidates for Congress 
have not all been agreed upon. The Democrats 
have not nominated in the Eighth and Twen- 
tieth Districts, and the Republicans in the Thir- 
teenth and Twenty-first. In organization the 
Democrats seem to have the advantage. The 
Republican State Committee is not considered 
an efficient one, and does not appear to have the 
confidence of the party. In this city the Repub- 
lican Executive Committee is said to be still 
worse than the State Committee. The Repub- 
licans have scarcely any money, and the Demo- 
crats have an abundance. The Democrats have 
the State offices, and in Hamilton County and 
this city they control everything. 

The people asa rule are thinking a good deal 
more about their own business affairs than of 
public matters. There is a very general com- 
plaint of the dullness of trade and universal 
business stagnation. There is a stringency of 
money, which affects all classes and branches of 
trade. The banks are still contracting loans, and 
merchants and manufacturers can't get the ac- 
commodations they require. The corn crop in 
the southern tier of counties is short. The 
wheat crop was above the average throughout 
the State, but the price is so low that formers 
who are not compelled to sell will hold on for 
better figures. The agricultural class, however, 
is better off than any other. The farmers gen- 
erally are out of debt. Save in the wool-growing 
districts they are tolerably well content. The 
sheep growers complain bitterly of the reduc- 
tion of the wool tariff, and condemn Republic- 
ans as well as Democrats for their misfortune. 
They hold the Republicans responsible for the 
reduction and blame the Democrats for not re- 
storing the old duty last Winter. 

The liquor men are all unhappy. The distillers 
havea very heavy loadtocarry. Their failure 
to get relief from Congress at the last session 
compels them to ship their whisky out of the 
country to avoid paying the tax. The banks are 
crippled by the heavy loans made on whisky in 
bond, and, not being able to realize, have to cur- 
tail their loans to merchants. The retail dealers 
are between the devil and the deep sea. The 
Scott law is an incubus they expected the Dem- 
ocrats to relieve them of, but the Democratic 
Legislature did nothing and the Supreme Court 
hangs fire on the decision of the test case which 
the saloon men made. What to do politically 
the liquor dealers do not know. They are 
pondering how to set their sails. If they do not 
stand by the Democrats they fear the Supreme 
Court will decide the Scott law constitutional 
and the Democratic Legisiature make things 
still more disagreeable next Winter. A high state 
of political morality, isn’t it? I have heard 
Democratic politicians declare that “‘they had 
the saloon keepers in a split stick. They dare 
not,go back on us,” they say, “because they 
know we will punish them if they do.” I notice, 
however, in this city, as well as in Cleveland, 
that Blaine and Logan banners stretch across 
the streets in front of many saloons. This may 
be simply a dodge to attract custom or it may 
indicate independence. 

There has been a great deal of talk about Ger- 
man disaffection in this State. The Germans 
undoubtedly went with the Democrats last year 
and helped to elect Hoadly. The Democrats 
claim that they will stick and vote for Cleve- 


land. The Republicans insist that the German 
x ge will generally stand by the national 
ticket. There was considerable disaffection at 
first, but it has been daily growing less, until 
now the bulk of the German vote is all right. I 
am unable to make up my mind which side is 
right. Ihave talked with several well-informed 
German Democrats, who assured me that their 
people would divide about as they did in 1880. 
The local Democratic leaders, on the other hand, 
claim a large proportios of the heretofore Ger- 
man a ge vote. The leading Republic- 
ans insist that the better class of Germans are 
disgusted with Democratic ring rule in Ham- 
iiton County. The indications are that the 
Democratic officeholders here are generally 
a pretty touth lot of citizens. They are 
rather an i-looking gang. You would 
not pick them out of acrowd as fair specimens 
of civil service reformers. The Republicans in- 
sist that they hold office by virtue of the power 
they have to control municipal and county elec- 
tions. Itisa little curious, however, that there 
seems to be a strong bond of affection or interest 
between the loca! Republican politicians and 
John McLean’s Democratic heelers. There is a 
strong suspicion that John McLean has a mort- 
gage of some kind upon the Republican Execu- 
tive Committee of Hamilton County. This is 
probably a baseless rumor. It is certain, how- 
ever, that the respectable Republicans will not 
trust the management of the campaign in im- 
ortant details to the regular organization. The 
incoln Club will assume control and appoint 
a committee of citizéns to raise money and dis- 
burse it. This committee will see to the ap- 
ointment of Supervisors of Elections and the 
eputy Marshals. The members of the Lincoln 
Club insist that they meau to have a fair elec- 
tion and an honest count. With such an elec- 
tion they believe that Hamilton County is good 
for 5,000 Republican majority. 

Upon the question of Irish disaffection there is 
great diversity of opinion. The Democrats ad- 
mit that there has been a great deal and that 
some still exists, but claim that it will all dis- 
appear before the day of election. Judging from 
appearances, I would say that the Irish element is 
fairly represented in McLean’s organization and 
local government. Thesons of Erin certainly 
can have bo great reason to complain of their 
treatment in this respect. I do not believe the 
cock and bull stories about the intluence of the 
Catholic priests being exerted for Blaine. In 
Cieveland the Catholic organ is very pronounced 
against Gov. Cleveland, but this ovposition is 
largely due to the feeling engendered by the fight 
on Martin A. Foran, present Congressman, who 
isaccused of being an apostate Catholic. Of 
course, the Catholic (niverse, which is a widely 
circulated and infivential journal, will have some 
effect on Catholic voters. but it does not speak 
for the church outside the Cleveland diocese. 

There is trouble in the mining districts be- 
tween the employers and employes, and this 
conflict may have some effect on the election. 
In the Seventeenth Congressional District there 
is strong opposition to the Democratic candidate, 
the Hon. A. J. Warner. The Vemocrat, the lead- 
ing party organ of the district, this week de- 
mands Warner’s withdrawal. and charges him 
with sundry shortcomings. One of the counts 
in the indictment against himisabuse of the 
Democratic Legislature for the election of the 
Hon. Henry B. Payne to the United States Sen- 
ate. The district is Democratic, but the opposi- 
tion to Warner makes it doubtful. His oppo- 
nent 1- Joseph D. Taylor, who is nota man of 
much ability, butathoroughgoing demagogue 
and prating moralist. 

The Republicans generally admit thatin the 
State contest they have nothing to hope from 
Democratic disaffection. The friends of Thur- 
man, of Durbin Ward, and Pendleton are un- 
doubtedly sore, but they will not kick. They 
will support the State ticket because they are 
true blues and never go against the regular or- 
— because they have been badly treated. 

hey are earnestly forthe national ticket, and 
will do all they can to wina victory in October. 

At the present writing it isevident that Ohio 
is tighting ground for both p rties. The Dem- 
ocrats are not confident, but hopeful. They 
believe thoy havea fairchance to carry the State 
in October, and mean to spare no effort to that 
end. They huve plenty of money and will use it 
effectively. Their organization is much better 
than that of the Republicans. They* have 
been prosecuting their campaign systemat- 
ically and _ quietly. Their grounds for 
believing they can carry the State, arein brief as 
follows: The German vote was with them last 
year. They cleim that this was no. altogether 
on local issues. They insist that for some time 
past the Germans have been growing friendly to 
the Democracy and that many German converts 
have been made to Democratic principles. There 
islarger liberty toward German customs and 
less tendency toward sumptuary legislation, a 
greater tolerance for beer and Sunday amuse- 
ments. The Germans see that whenever and 
wherever prohibitory laws and Sunday regula- 
tions have been passed the Republicans were in 
power. They gradually came to the conclusion 
that there were more zealots and bigots in the 
Republican ranks than in the Democratic. The 
Democrats are in favor of the largest personal 
liberty. They are opposed to legislative inter- 
ference with social and domestic habits and cus- 
toms and in favor of tke least possibie restraint 
upon the citizen. 

he Democratic leaders also claim that the 
Germans are in favor of reform in the National 
Government, and believe that the party in power 
will not attempt the needed reformation. They 
have become disgusted with the frauds brought 
to light, and the utter failure to punish the 
guilty. Moreover, there are many influential 
and reputable Republicans who will not vote for 
Blaine and Logan. These independent Repub- 
licangbave not made themselves conspicuous in 
this campaign, but the Democrats claim that 
their number is considerable, and that their si- 
lent intiuence is felt among the better class of 
Germans. The Democrats also insist that many 
stalwart me hold Blaine responsible 
for the follies of Garfield's Administration, 
and will quietly knife him at the polls.

which their leaders do not say much about. The 
Dealers’ Association is a powertul organ- 
ization. It is natio with ramifications 
throughout the entire West. It collects and 
disburses a vast sum of money every year’ 
It is true that it is now heavily handicapped with 
whisky in bond on which the tax is due and com- 
ing due, but it, nevertheless, is looking sharp 
after political matters. As one of its Presidents 
declared a few years ago 1n his address at an an- 
nual meeting. one of its objects is to defeat legis- 
Jation hostile to the Tiquor interests. Wherever 
prohibitory movements were growing it en- 
deavored to make itseif felt. 
The general depression of all business interests, 
the Democrats claim, will help them largely in 
“Ohio. The poe feel the pinch of hard times, 
and naturally attribute it to the mismanage- 
ment, misgovernment, and extravagance of the 
party in power. The redundant revenue, by 
withdrawing so much money from active circu- 
lation and locking it up in the Treasury or 
throwing it millions ata timeinto Wail-street, dis- 
Semnasets and demoralizes trade and business in- 


rests. 

On the other hand, Republicans, while they ad- 
mit that they might be beaten in October, still 
insist that it is not probable. They do not ad- 
mit any general and serious disaffection among 
the Germans. They claim that whatever there 
is of this disaffection is more than offset by 
trouble in the Democratic ranks, especially 
among the Irish. There was early in the 
campaign considerable German disaffection, 
but it has almost entirely disappeared., The 
Germans went with the Democrats last year, but 
they realize now that the Democratic Legislature 
did —'e and their many promises to buve 
the Scott law declared unconstitutional were 
made te be broken. While admitting that thus 
far their canvass has not been wisely or efficient- 
ly directea, they say that from_this time out 
there will be good work done. They have very 
little money and don’t expect to raise much, but 
individuals will make greater sacrifices and do 
more work for love of party. They say they 
have nothing to fear from independent Repub- 
licans. There is no organization of disaffected 
Republicans. If Bayard or Thurman had been 
nominated there would have been serious troub- 
le. This is admitting the existence of disaffect- 
ed elements and the Republican leaders may be 
surprised by the quiet, undemonstrative voters. 

It must be admitted, however, after a careful 
survey of the whole field in Ohio, that the 
chances are in favor of a Republican victory. 
The State has always been reliab!y Republican 
in Presidential years, and I have been unable to 
find sufticient evidence to convince me that there 
is enough dissatisfaction among Republicans to 
make it uncertain. I may be mistaken, but I 
think with the exertions which will be made 
from now until the election the Republicans will 
get from 10,000 to 15,000 majority.

LOSSES BY FIRE, 


W. N. Wilkerson & Co.’s wholesale drug house, 
at Memphis, Tenn., was burhed yesterday after- 
noon. he loss on the building is $25,000, and on 
the stock, $60,000, besides accounts and bills re- 
ceivable amounting to $75,000 more. The fire 
was caused by an explosion of gas in the cellar. 
When the porter struck a match to light a jet 
the flames caught in a pile of straw and leaped 
up through a grating in the centre of the main 
floor, spreading so quickly that the bookkeeper 
barely escaped with his life, leaving the safe 
open. Dr. Wilkerson had reached the door on 
his way to the bank with $600, which he dropped 
in the excitement, and it was burned with all the 
books. The insurance on the stock is placed as 
follows: Liverpool, London and Globe, of Lon- 
don, $5,000; Insurance Company of North 
America, $1,500; Farragut, of New-York, $1,500; 
Fire Association of Philadelphia, $2,500; Western, 
of Toronto, $4,000; Merchants, of New-York, 
$2,500. The remainder was in Mem: his com- 
panies, the total insurance being $42,500.

OPENING OF THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
AMERICAN ASSOCIATION. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Sept. 4.—The ses- 
sions of the thirty-third meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement of Science 
opened to-day before an unusually large assem- 
bly of the membership, noted specialists in kin- 
dred organizations, and a fair number of citi- 
zens generally. Many members were accompa- 
nied by ladies of their families, and a number of 
lady teachers were present. The meeting organ- 
ized at 100’clock in the Academy of Music, the 
retiring President, Prof. C. A. Young, of Prince- 
ton, inthe chair. The Rev. Henry Ca McCook, 
D. D., of Philadelphia, in his invocation prayed 
that the day might be hastened when science 
shall triumph over all difficulties. : President 
Young resigned the chair to the President-elect, 
Prof. J. P. Lesley, of Philadelphia. The new 
President paid a high tribute to the ability of 
the retiring President. The welcome to the as- 
sociation on behalf of the State of Pennsylvania 


was then extended by Gov. Pattison. Mayor 
Smith, on behalf of the city of Philadelphia, 
also made some welcoming remarks. The ad- 
dresses were replied to by President Lesley. 

Dr. Edward J. Nolen, of the Local Executive 
Committee, stated that in response to invitations 
to the principal scientific societies of the world

Other announce- 
ments embraced a donation of $1,000 from 
Mrs. Elizabeth Thompson, of Stamford, Conn. 
After the general meeting the sections met in 
the respective quarters assigned them and 
listened to the customary opening addresses of 
their Chairmen upon purely scientific topics. 
In the geology and geography section, which 
met in the main hall of Horticultural Hall,; 
Prof. N. H. Winchell, of Minneapolis. presided 
and spoke on “ Crystalline Rocks of the North- 
west.” The section of chemistry met in the 
Episcopal Academy. Prof. J. W. Langley, of 
Ann Arbor, Mich., was in the chair, and his ad- 
dress on *“*Chemical Affinity’? was a close rea- 
soned study, which taxed the power of atten- 
tion of his audience. In the mathematics sec- 
tion H. T. Eddy, of Cincinnati, presided and 
made an address on “College Mathematics, its 
Aims, Needs, and Relations to Scientific Re- 
search.” 

The section on histology and microscopy met 
in the hall of the College of Physicians. Prof. 
T. G. Wormley. of Philadelphia, was Chairman, 
and R. Hitchcock, of New-York, Secretary. The 
subject of the address here was microscopy in 
connection with toxicology, special reference 
being made toits valueinthe detection of poi- 
sons and criminals, The sectionon mechanical 
science organized in Room No. 2 Horticultural 
Hall, with Prof. R. H. Thurston, of Hoboken, 
N.J.,in the chair. The address was upon the 
applied sciences. Thesection on economic science 
and statistics met in the hall of the Historical 
Society. Gen, John Eaton, of Washington, D. C., 
spoke on “Scientific Methods and_ Scientific 
Knowledge in Common Affairs.”” In the section 
on anthropology Prof. Edward 8. Morse, of 
Salem, Mass., presided and spoke upon the an- 
tiquity of man. In the section on physics Prof. 
John Trowbridge was President. The subject of 
the address was the nature of electricity. inthe 
biology section Prof. E. D. Cope, of Philadel- 
phia, made an exhaustive address on catagenesis.

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AN OLD BOSS REINSTATED. ' 


JAMES M’MANES ELECTED A PHILADELPHIA 
GAS TRUSTEE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 4.—The old Repub- 
lican ring, which was driven from power through 
the efforts of the Citizens’ Committee of One 
Hundred, is fast regaining control of the city. 
Strange as it may seem, the great success of the 
Committee of One Hundred was the immediate 
cause of its own downfall, Having practically 
cleared the city offices of the members of the old 
and corrupt ring, the committee joined the in- 
dependents of the State in the overthrow of the 


Cameron dynasty, by the election of Gov. Patti- 
son. Pattison’s first official act as Governor— 
the appointment of Cassidy as Attorney-Gen- 
eral—disgusted all the Republicans who had 
helped to elect him, and the revulsion 
of teeling this caused utterly destroyed the in- 
fiuence of the Committee of Qne Hundred. The 
first effect of the changed sentiment was the 
election last February of William B. Smith, a 
se!f-seeking. unscrupulous partisan, as Mayor of 
the city over Mayor King, the Democratic and 
reform candidate, who for three years has kept 
his pledges and administered the office in an en- 
tirely non-partisan way. Smith bas revolution- 
ized the police force, filled it to a large extent 
with political heelers and strikers, and made it 
thoroughly partisan and very largely inefticient 
and ruffianly. Big fires, the result of police neg- 
ligence. and reports of gross outrages by police 
officers, are of very frequent occurrence, and the 
element which the Committee of One Hundred 
banished from office is fast assuming its old place 
in affairs. 

The most serious blow to reform occurred to- 
day. It wasa matter of general rejoicing among 
good citizens when, about a year anda half ago, 
James McManes, the most powerful boss in the 
city, was shorn of his power by his defeat when 
he came up for re-election asa member of the 
Board of Trustees of the Gas Works. A few 
days ago one of the Trustees died, and his suc- 
cessor was elected to-day by the Select Council, 
and James McManes was chosen by a vote of 17 
to 6, which shows what power the old ring has 
regained in the chamber which defeated Mc- 
Manes a yearand a half ago. McManes is now 
defending himself in an equity suit brought by 
the city to recover vast sums of money, of which 
the city claims it was defrauded by the Gas 
Trust when McManes was the moving spirit in 
the board.

POUNDING EACH OTHER IN VAIN. 
FIGHTING WITH HARD GLOVES AND ENDING 
~ WITH A DRAW. *~~ - 

In a well-known sporting house at Far 
Rockaway early yesterday morning about 500 
members of the sporting fraternity assembied to 
witness a hard-glove fight, according to the Mar- 
quis of Queensberry rules, between Tim Mc- 
Hugh, of New-York, and Dave Fitzgerald, who 
hails from Toronto. Tickets were sold at $3 
each, and they were readily bought by the prom- 
inent members of sporting society. Fitzgerald 
has defeated Harry Gilmore, a well-known Can- 


adian fighter, and McHugh first came into prom- 
inence by winning a light-weight medal in a re- 
cent contest in Clarendon Hall. Both men are 
about evenly matched in weight and science, 
and a good contest was expected. 

At 4:20 McHugh entered the ring with his 
trainer, * Al’ Power. Fitzgerald soon foliowed 
him, and as both men shook hands the dimin- 
utive referee called * Time,” and both went 
to work. At first they fought my of each 
other,’but when the fright grew off they gained 
confidence and began putting in some telling 
blows. Inthe third round Fitzgerald planted a 
heavy blow on his opponent’s nose, and had the 
honor of drawing first blood. The men now set- 
tied down to hard fighting. The work was 
about even, and it wasa hard matter to decide 
which of the two had the advantage. The bet- 
ting ‘changed several times. McHugh was 
knocked down in the seventh round, but two 
rounds later he returned the courtesy with 
compound interest. He -hit Fitzgerald a 
swinging right hand blow and sent him to his 
corner ina heap. After fighting 15 rounds, the 
men presented a pitiful sight. McHugh looked 
as though he had been tampering with John L. 
Sullivan, and Fitzgerald would not bave been 
recognized by his own mother. The faces of the 
combatants were cut and_bleeding and their 
eyes were nearly closed. Fouls were claimed 
several times, and it looked as though a free fight 
would be the result. The referee, however, 
would not listen to the entreaties of the men’s 
seconds, and ordered them to continue. The 
fight went on and neither gained anything worth 
mentioning, and it was evident that both were 
willing to stop. After pummeling each other 
for 39 rounds the men stopped fighting, while 
their seconds were squabbling over a ciaim of 
foul. They nearly set the referee crazy, and in 
the fortieth round he decided to give up his po- 
sition. The seconds then held a_ consultation 
and agreed to stop the fight and callita “ draw.” 
The time occupied was two hoursand thirty-nine 
minutes. Mod 

THE STRIKERS STILL FIRM. 
BRICKLAYERS GAIN A CONCESSION FROM 
LOWDEN S BOOKKEEPER. 

The bricklayers’ strike still continues, al- 
though the strikers say that there are hardly any 
men who are not already working at nine hours 
a day, and that should the members of the Mas- 
ter Builders and Masons’ Association decide to 
yield to-morrow they would not be able to find 
bricklayers enough to do their work. At the 
meeting of the Executive Committee, in Second- 
street, it was reported that Mr. Franck, the book- 
keeper of Samuel Lowden, the contractor who 


has disappeared, had undertaken to complete 
Mr. Lowden’s unfinished jobs, and had »romised 
the committee to allow the nine-hour rule if the 
committee would only declare the strike on those 
buildings off. The committee replied that the 
strike would be deciared off only on condition 
that he discharge all the non-union men, to- 
gether with the foreman who had shown so 
much opposition to the union men, Mr. Franck 
promised todo so, and the committee then de- 
clared the strike at Mr. Lowden’s buildings at an 
end, and the men will return to work to-day. 

The striking stonecutters are very enthusias- 
tic over their prospects, and yesterday held a 
meeting at Wendel’s Assembly Rooms, in West 
Forty-fourth-street. A few days ago the boss 
stonecutters decided to post notices in their 
shops threatening to have a lockout on Tues- 
day next, and not resume work until the re- 
strictions imposed by the Journcymen Stone- 
cutters’ Union in relation to not sending cut 
stone to buildings where non-union bricklayers 
were at work be entirely removed. This threat 
only had the effect of irritating the men and in- 
ducing them to anticipate the lockout by strik- 
ing tirst.

TO BE GIVEN A CHANCE. 

HOW MRS, WYLIE WILL GET CONTROL OF 
HER PROPERTY. 

In the matter of the application for the 
release of Mrs. Henrietta Wylie from Sanford 
Hall, a private lunatic asylum at Flushing, Long 
Island, Judge Brown, sitting at Special Term 
in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, rendered a 
decision yesterday. He held that while the evi- 
dence showed that Mrs. Wylie had been a 
habitual drunkard it did not show that she was 
incompetent to take care of herself or her 
property when not under the _ influence 
of liquor. Under the circumstances she 
should be treated with the utmost kind- 
mess and an opportunity afforded her 
to demonstrate, if she could, that she had re- 
formed her habits and ceased to drink liquor to 
excess. Nonumber of doctors could convince 
the court that she was competent to take care of 
herself by testimony founded on her conduct 
during the past two years, when she was under 
restraint. The court wanted Mrs. Wylie to 
demonstrate that she had reformed, and in order 
to do this her place of residence ought 
to be changed. She ought not to _ be 
placed in a lunatic asylum, and she should be 
consulted as to where she wanted to go. Coun- 
sel should, after consultation with her, agree 
where she was to go. If she could keep from 
liquor and live as a woman of herage should live, 
the committee of her estate would then be dis- 
charged, and she would be given the control of 
her property. If the counsel could not agree on 
a home for Mrs. Wylie, Justice Brown said that 
be would consult her in court and decide the 
yuestion himself.

THE WEST WASHINGTON MARKET. 
In March last the West : Washington 
Market Company applied to the Commissioners 
ot the Sinking Fund for the lease of the ground 
bounded by Bloomfield and Gansevoort streets 
and Tenth-avenue and North River, for a site for 
& market building. The application was re- 
ferred to Controller Grant for investigation. 
Yesterday the Controller reported to the Com- 
missioners against granting the lease asked for, 
and recommended that instead the city erect a 
market building upon the land in question. It 
had been the policy of the city of late 
years, he said, to own and control its 
own market’ buildings, and this had 
been found to be far better than to let to cor- 
porations the landon which the buildings were 
to be put, and permit the corporations to erect, 
own, and control the market. The West Wash- 
ington Market will have to be moved in the near 
future, because the land which it now occupies is 
needed by the Dock Commissioners for commer- 
ciai purposes. The city received from that mar- 
ket last year $92,126, and the establishment of the 
market further up town will involve no extra 
expense in the collection of revenue. The Con- 
troller’s recommendation was adopted, and the 
Commissioner of Public Works requested to pre- 
‘pare plans tor a suitable market building.

MR. RANKIN’S ELECTRIC LIGHT. 
‘WHY HIS AUDIENCES COMPLAINED THAT 
THEY COULD NOT SEE THE PLAY. 


McKee Rankin has had much trouble 
in lighting his Third-Avenue Theatre this sea- 
son. Old playgoers who have,attended the per- 
formances any evening since the opening of 
the house last Saturday said it reminded them of 
the days when they occupied seats in the pit in 
Burton’s and the Old Bowery, when the houses 
were illuminated by smoky oil lamps. 

“T never saw such a complete failure in my 
life,” said Joseph Arthur, the manager of the 
Third-Avenue Theatre, yesterday. “ Last sea- 


son, when electric lights tnreatened to supersede 
all other means of illumination, Mr. Rankin was 
induced to put the Brush system of electric 
lighting in this theatre. Gas was banished alto- 
gether, and the electric lights were placed on the 
stage, in the borders, and wherever, under or- 
dinary circumstances, gas jets would be used. 
Curtis & Stevenson, who d the house, made 
a lease with the Brush Electric Light Companv 
by which, for $100 a week, the theatre was 
to be lighted by that company’s systeu. 
They complied with the terms of their contract 
up to two or three weeks before they closed 
their engagement. They left that balance un- 
paid, however. During the latter part of July 
or the carly part of August the Brush Company 
ave notice to Curtis & Stevenson that the 
ight would be discontinued 30 days after Aug. 
18 on account of the unpaid bill. When Mr. 
Rankin took the house I went to Mr. Magrath, 
of the Brush Company, and made a verbal con- 
tract with him that weshould have the electric 
light on the same terms as Curtis & Stevenson, 
and that the bills should be paid weekly in ad- 
vance. This was agreed to. They accepted the 
money, and gave a receint for it. 

“On the opening night,” continued Mr. Ar- 
thur, ** the light was pretty bad, but op Monday 
night it was simply dreadful. The body ot the 
house wasin astate of gloom, and on the stage 
the actors could not distinguish each other's 
features. Tuesday I send invitations to the 
officers of the Brush Electric Light Company to 
witness the performance. Several were there. 
The light was as bad as on the preceding night. 
In order to satisfy the audience that we were 
not at fault, I went before the curtain and 
made a statement. Then I went to a 
neighboring lamp store and bought half a 
dozen coal oil refiectors which we placed about 
the stage and improved matters a little for that 
performance. beeper es I made arrangements 
to light the stage and the house with calcium 
lights. On the same day we received a letter 
from the Brush Electric Light Company calling 
our attention to their notification to Curtis & 
Stevenson that the company would not furnish 
light to the theatre after Sept. 18. Mr. Rankin 
declines to accept this notice. as we have made 
anew contract independent of any they may 
have made with anybody else, and we propose to 
hold the company responsible for any loss we 
may sustain through their failure to fulfill the 
contract.”’ 

Secretary Allen, of the Brush Company, was 
unwilling to make any statement in regard to 
the affair, but referred the inquirer to President 
Strong, who was in Long Branch. Mr. Allen 
said, however, that so far as he knew there was 
no complaint made by Mr. Rankin against the 
quality of the light. He said that the notice to 

r. Rankin that the light would be shut off on 
Sept. 18 was correct, and would be carried out. 
He intimated that Mr. Rankin owed the com- 
pany some money, but would not enter into par-

THE NEWARK SAVINGS INSTITUTION. 

Further testimony concerning the report 
of the Newark Savings Institution's investments, 
filed with Secretary of State Kelsey, was taken 
before Vice-Chancellor Van Fleet, in Newark, 
yesterday.

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PAUPERS COMING BACK. 
ASSISTED IMMIGRANTS AGAIN ON THEIR 
WAY TO AMERICA, 

The Commissioners of Emigration re- 
ceived yesterday a copy of a dispatch from J. H. 
Bailey, United States Consul at Hamburg, in re- 
gard tothe shipping of pauper immigrants to 
this country. The dispatch, which was addressed 
to the State Department at Washington, stated 
that the 28 paupers who were returned on the 
Westphalia were again to be sent to this country 


by a Hebrew benevolent society. When the dis- 
patch was written, on Aug. 13, the paupers had 
already left for West Hartlepool. They were 
to embark from_some English port, probably 
Liverpool, for Philadelphia. The Consul said 
that he had received no positive information 
ot the departure of the paupers from Ham- 
burg, but had no doubt that they had 
left. About Aug. 1, the Consul received a 
visit from Edward A. David, representing J. 
Goldfrecht,a bunker, who had been requested 
by bankers in Roumania to make arrangements 
for sending some 4.000 assisted immigrants to 
America during August and September. Mr. 
David promised to induce Mr. Goldfrecht to pro- 
vide the Consul with a written statement of his 
plans. This promise, however, was not kept. 
Assisted immigrants were leaving Hamburg for 
America each week. ‘lhe Commissioners of Em- 
igration have been directed A the Treasury 
Department to look out for immigrants such as 
were mentioned in Consul Bailey’s dispatch.

Charles G. Hill, Cashier of the National 
Bank at New-Brunswick, N. J., failed to appear 
at the usual hour for breakfast yesterday morn- 
ing. It was supposed that he had overslept him- 
self, and a servant was sent to his room to arouse 
him. There was no response to the servant's 
knock at his door, and when she went in she saw 


him lying apparently lifeless on his bed. Dr. 
Dally, who lives in the adjoining house, was 
called. He pronounced Mr. Hill to be dead. An 
odor of gas tilled the room, and an examination 
of the gas jet showed that the gas had not been 
turned otf entirely, and was still escapiug 
into the room. There were no suspicions of sui- 
cide. It issupposed that when Mr. Hill retired 
he Jeft the gas burning dimly. By a temporary 
decrease of pressure the flame is supposed to 
have been extinguished, and when the pressure 
was restored the gas poured into the room with 
fatal effect.

He had served the old State Bank of 
New-Brunswick as clerk, Cashier, and President 
for 33 years. Of late he has been Cashier of the 
New-Brunswick National Bank.

BLAMING THE STEAMBOAT COMPANY. 

The friends and relatives of Mrs. Shaw, 
of No. 344 Ninth-avenue, who fell down an un- 
covered companionway on board the steamer 
Sirius on Wednesday and died from her injuries, 
are unanimous in the expression of their belief 
that the owners of the boat are to blame for her 
death. They think that to have prevented such 


an accident from occurring the opening should 
have been closed, or at jeast some guard should 
have been piuced around it. The body of the 
woman, who was 62 years old, was lying in the 
little parlor at her late Lome all day yesterday, 
and her daughter staid in the room with 
it all the time. Miss Amelia Shaw, the eldest 
daughter, was particularly vehement in de- 
nouncing the owners of the boat. “ They should 
have kept the place closed,” she said, ** and if 
they had my mother wovld have been alive to- 
day. I am told that it was purely an accident 
that it was left open, but such accidents are 
criminal. My mother was standing, with a num- 
ber of others, very near the companionway, 
when, stepping back, she slipped and fell down 
the hole, striking on her head. Probably had 
she not been so old her injuries would not have 
proved fatal; but any other person was just as 
hiable to have met with the same accident.”

An active warfare is about beginning 
against the dealers in oleomargarine in this city, 
Brooklyn, ana along the valley of the Hudson, 
under the direction of Assistant Dairy Commis- 
sioner B. F. Van Valkenburgh, of thiscity. He 
has employed several agents, who are canvassing 
the city and finding out where oleomargarine is 


sold. Mr. Van Vaikenburgh said yesterday that 
he hadalarge number of cases which would 
come up in court when proper evidence had 
been secured. Already summonses have been 
served upon Frederick Lineley, a butter dealer, 
at No. 52.0 Grand-street, and Benjamin Hyman, 
who keeps a store at No. 34 Ridge-street, to 
appear in the Essex Market Police Court 
to-day, at 2:30 P. M., to answer the 
charge of selling oleomargarine. These 
men each solid a pound of what was 
said to be good butter to agents of Mr. Van 
Valkenburgh.

AN OPINION BY ATTORNEY-GENERAL O’BRIEN 
REGARDING STATE BANKS. 
ALBANY, Sept. 4.—The following official 
correspondence between Bank Superintendent 
Willis S. Paine and Attorney-General O’Brien, 
which explains itself, is of sufficient importance 
to warrant its publication in full. The liability 
of stockholders of State banks has long beena 
question of doubt, which the concise opinion of 
the Attorney-General will go far toward re- 
moving:

Hon. Dents O’ Brien, Attorneu-General, Albany, N. Y.: 
DEAR StR: I shall be glad to have your opinion as to 
the proper interpretation of section 125 of the revision 
of the banking laws in the following connection: That 
section is, with slight changes, section 1, chupter 226, 
of the Laws of 18.¥. This first section provided that 
stockholders of “any corporation or joint stock associ- 
ation for banking purposes, issuing bank notes or any 
kind of paper credits to circulate as money, after the 
lst day of January, 1850,” should be individually re- 
sponsible, equally and ratably to the extent of their 
shares of stock, for any debt or liability contracted by 
such corporation or association atter Jan. 1, 1850. As 
nearly every State bank issued circulating notes when 
this act was passed, its provisions afforded a valuable 
safeguard for the protection of the creditors of State 
banking institutions. But Congressional legislativn in 
the year 1866, imposing a tax of 10 per centum on the 
circulation of State banks, has resulted In driving such 
circulation out of existence. Does the provision of the 
act of 1549, the language of which made the responsi- 
bility of stockholders depend upon circulation, lonzer 
afford any practical benefit to such creditors? Very 
truly yours, WILLIS 8.

The Hon. Wiis 5s. Paine, Superintendent Banking De- 
partment: 

DEAR SiR: L -y communication, requesting my 
opinion as to e liability of stockholders of State 
banks, not issuing bank note or paper credits to circu- 
late as money, to the creditors of such banks, has been 
received. ave examined the question involved, and 
my conclusions in regard tc the same are as follows: 

At common law, stockholders of a corporation are 
not liable for its debts. The first general enactment of 
this State, imposing a liability for corporate debts upon 
bank stockholders, is to ve found in section 7, Article 
VILL. of the Constitution of 1846, which is as follows: 

“The stockholders tn every corporation and joint 
stock association for banking purposes, issuin ank 
notes or any kind of paper credits to circulate as 
money after the first day of January, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty, shall be individually responsi- 
bie to the umount of their respective sbare or shares 
ot stock in any such corporation or association for all 
its debts and liabilities of every kind contracted after 
the said first day of January, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty.” 

The section remains unchanged by revision or 
amendment. Section 1 of chapter 226, Laws of 1849, 
entitled “* An act to enforce the responsibility of stock- 
holders in certain banking corporations and associa- 
tions as prescribed by the Constitution and to provide 
for the prompt payment of demands against such cor- 

orations and associations,” reiterated the rule 

aid down in the Constitution and pointed out 
the proceedings to be taken to enforce the liability. 
In the case of the United States Trust Company of 
New-York, Receiver, &c.. aguinst the United States 
Fire Insurance Company, also cited as matter of Em- 
pire City Bank, (18 N, Y., 199.) it was held that the Con- 
stitution and statute of 1849 defined a liability on the 
art of a stockholder of the banking associations there- 
in mentioned not satisfled with the absorption of his 
capital stock, but requiring in addition thereto a con- 
tribution for the peymont of debts to an amount equul 
to such stock. Chapter 226, Laws of 1849, was repealed 
by chapter 402, Laws of 1582, simultaneously with the 
enactment of 409, Laws of 1582, entitled “* An act to re- 
vise the statutes of this State relating to banks, bank- 
ing, and trust companies.’’ Section 125 of the last- 
named statute is a re-enactment of the rule of liability 
as contained in tne statute of 1849. 

Prior to the adoption of the Constitution of 1846 
there were in operation in this State two kinds of 
banks, namely, those incorporated by special statutes 
and those organized under the Banking hct of 1838. 
Under neither system were the stockholders responsi- 
ble for the debts or liabilities of their respective cor- 
porations, except in rare cases, where the oe stat- 
ute incorporating un institution of the one class or the 
articles of incorporation of one of the other class pro- 
vided for the stockholders’ liability in express terms. 
Those institutions were, almost without exception, 
banks of issue. The currency issued by banks of the 
first class was practically unsecured, In 1820 the 
Legislature passed an act providing for a safety 
fund. Such fund never became adequate to its 

urpose. The enactment of the General Banking 

aw of 1838 was a long step toward a secured currency. 

So long, however, asthe banks incorporated by special 
statute remained in existence no consistent and effi- 
cient and general banking system could be built up. 
The State was flooded with notes of doubtful value 
issued by numerous insignificant banks. Failures were 
freauent among such institutions. Many of the evils 
of irredeemable paper currency were experienced. The 
policy and intent of the constitutional provision to 
which [{ have above referred were, I think, directed 
solely to the curing of such evils and were three- 
fold: First, to give to bank paper issued to circulate as 
money the support of the personal responsibility of 
stockholders; secondly, by the imposition of such lia- 
bility to drive out of circulation the issues of unrelia- 
ble banks, and, third, to assist in bringing about a uni- 
form State banking system. I think that these views 
are sustained by that provision of the section referred 
to which postponed the accruing of the liability until 
the Ist day of January, 1850. The banks were thus 
given upward of three years in which to cal] in their 
issues of paper circulating as ene if they saw fit to 
do so, and thus relieve their stockholders from per- 
sonal liability. 

So far, therefore, as the conditions and surroundings 
of the State banking system prior to 1850 may properly 
be considered in making the inguiry as to the intent of 
the constitutional and legislative declarations of 1846 
and 1849, xs a matter of history, they seem to point to 
the conclusion that the framers of the Constitution and 
the Legislature had in view the imposition of a personal 
liability upon stockholders only in those cases where 
the banking corporation issued bank notes or paper 
credits intended to ¢’rculate asmoney. Aside from the 
historical probabilities as to the intent of the 
framers of the constitutional regulation, there 
is a Jegal intent in these enactments. Such intent 
may be ascertained by resort to a _ well-estab- 
lished rule of statutory construction. *As I 
have already said, at common law, no stockholder is 
responsible for a corporate debt. A constitutional or 
legisiative declaration imposing a liability not known 
to the common Iaw must be strictly construed and 
must not be extended by tntendment. Applying this 
clear rule tothe present question, I have no hesitation 
in saying that the mere power in the corporation to 
issue bank notes or paper credits is not sufficient to 
bring the stockholder within the rule of liability. Un- 
less that power be exercised in an actual issue of bank 
notes or other papercredits intended to circulate as 
money, the stockholder is not responsible for the debts 
of the corporation. Ido not think that the certifica- 
tion of checks or the making and delivery of certifi- 
cates of deposit is “an issuance of paper creaits in- 
tended to circulate as money.” (Vide Curtis vs. Leav- 
itt, 15 N. Y., 9, at pp. 222, 225.) 

For my views upon the general question I have the 
warrant of various dicta of the Judges and decisions of 
the courts. Although there are no reported cases 
which may be cited as direct and conclusive precedents, 
the question has been several times incidentally con- 
siderea by the courts, and uniformally the Judges have 
expressed the view that the stockholder is not liable 
unless the bank actually issues bank notes. (Vide Mat- 
ter of Empire City Bank, 6 Abb. Pr. R. 885, 414. s. c., 13 
N. Y., 199,209. Matter of Oliver Lee®& Co.’s Bank, 21 
N. Y., 9. Matter of Reciprocity Bank, 22 N. Y., 9.) 

Moreover, I have now before me the manuscript 
opinion of Mr, Justice Merwin, in an unreported case 
in the matterof the Merchants’ Bank of Watertown, 
Special Term, November, 1852. The proceeding was 
instituted under the statute of 1849, for the purpose of 
fixing and enforcing the Hability of stockholders. The 
bank was organized under the State banking law: had 
never issued bank notes, and was insolvent. The optiu- 
jon isan exhaustive one. The learned Justice looks at 
the question from various standpoints; inquires 
whether the clause “issuing bank notes or any kind of 
paper credits to circulate as money” is one of extension 
or limitation: reviews all the utterances of the courts 
upon the question, and unhesitatingly arrives at the 
conclusion that the stockholders are not Hable. 

In this case it will be seen that the precise question 
under consideration was involved and decided after a 
very careful examination, and although the amount 
involved was large, no appeul was taken from the de- 
cision. An examination of the history and policy of 
the banking system of this State. of the acintaes cases 
to which I have referred, and the application of well- 
settled principles of statutory construction, must, I 
think, lead to the conclusion that the stockholders of 
State banks not issuing bank notes or paper credits in- 
tended to circulate as money are not liable to the cred- 
itors of those institutions, I have the honor to be very 
respectiully, yours.

SCOTCH ATHLETES COMPETING FOR PRIZES 
AT WASHINGTON PARK. 


Jones’s Wood and Washington Park, be- 
ing situated upon the bank of the East River, 
might reasonably be expected to he cool, but 
they were as merciJessly hot yesterday as any 
spot in the city.
